YOKOHAMA. 


The present French mail brings advices from this port to the 
15th October ; the P. and 0. mail from London Aug. 23 had arrived 
out. The following items of news are from the Japan Mai 
Gazette, and Herald :— 


The Korean question seems still to be the great foreign diffi- 
culty. A Departmental Head of the Foreign Office is to start 
for that country in a man-of-war, with the object of entering upon 
negotiations, or at least of ascertaining what are the real views 
of the Korean Government, also to take home the Japanese settlers 
in Korea, who number some 700, for which purpose two suiling ships’ 
will accompany the war steamer. The Gazette says : “It is reported 

commonly in Yedo,and we believetruly, that a despatch reached the 

Government some time ago stating that it had always been per- 
mitted, during the days of the ‘l'ycoons, for the Koreans to hold 
intercourse with Tsussima, and that Japanese belonging to that 
Prince had always been welcome to Korea—but that now the 
Government was changed, and the Mikado was again at the head 
of the nation, all intercourse of every kind is forbidden. No 
ambassador from Japan will be received—and if it be the desire 
of the Japanese to challenge the Koreans to fight, they are 
desired to stick a notice on a mast, erect in the sea—then it is 
sure to be seen by some Korean-junkmen and war shall be 
declared. Weare glad to say that Japan does not reply in any 
such fashion. On the contrary, she takes no notice of these 
tirades.” 

The memorial of the British residents and several members of 
other nationalities to H.B.M. Charge @’ Affaires to institute an in- 
vestigation in the case of Mr. Cousens, with a view to prevent the 
recurrence of such proceedings, and remove the discredit attach- 
ing to the Kobé Consulate in consequence of its action in the case, 
was referred to Sir Edmund Hornby, who, however, stated he 
could not receive it. His reasons were committetl to writing, but 
are not yet published. 


Judgment has been given by the Japanese Court in the action 
brought by Captain Hereira, of the Maria Luz, againat.the“ coolie 
emigrants.” It finds for the defendants, who are, therefore, 
absolved from any contract they may have entered into, compul- 
sorily or voluntarily, and are allowed to return to China. Captain 
Hereira has started for Macao to procure another load of passen- 
gers. The coolies released. from the ahip are seen perambulating 
the streets in a very miserable condition. : -

There 
were 51 subscribers at $5 for the Jockey Cup, but ponies went for 
asong. The Shanghai St. Leger secured 60 subscribers at $10. 
Coronet sold for $160, Kuo-pu-ch’u $130, Handicraft $100 and 
Statescraft 880. 

A correspondent informs us that Peking is excited by prepara- 
tions for the Imperial marriage. The expenditure has been three 
million taels. One thousand taels of gold are said to have been 
spent on presents for the ladies of the pales : 

From Newchwang we hear that the Salmis, Admiral Shad- 
well, has visited the port, but had left for Chefoo and Nagasaki. 
The harvest was nearly in, and good by all accounts, but the 
natives wore taking advantage of the great demand for bread- 
stuffs, and prices of produce were keeping up, whereas manu- 
factures were going down. In shipping the port has done well 
for the year so far, 220 vessels having visited it and gone away 
laden. ‘The temperature was down to 42 deg. Fahrenheit in the 
morning, and northerly winds were the order of the day. 





THE NORTIL CHINA INSURANCE COMPANY. 

The half-yearly meeting of the North China Insurance Com- 
pany was held on the llth Oct, The following report was pre- 
sented :-— 

In placing befcre the sharcholders the first half-yearly report of the 
present term, with a statement of accounts prepared to the 3Uth June 
last, the directors are glad to notice a more favourable result from the 
business of the company than might have been anticipated, taking into 
considerativn the exceptional losses amongst steamers on the China 
coast in the carly part of the year. The annexed balance-sheet shows, 
after carrying forward the profit on the working account, the sun of 
Tis. 358,472.95 at the credit of the company on the above date, in 
addition to Tls. 300,000 representing the capital paid up. The amount 
of premia earned during the six months under review is Tls. 487,054, 
which: is in excess of the receipts of any previous corresponding period, 
and, owing to the larger proportion of risks for long voyages being by 
steamers via Suez Canal, the outstanding liabilities on January to June 
underwriting account are satisfactorily small. From Ist July to 30th 
September the premia uccruing may be estimated at Ts. 294,000, aud 
the settlement of claims during that time have been Tls. 36,751.31. 

‘The directors regret to state that since the date of the accounts intel- 
ligence has been received of the s.s. Parnassus, and clipper ship Lahloo 
having been wrecked, in which vessels the company was interested to 
the extent of about Tis. 126,000. 

It is with moch regret the directors have to record the death of the 
Jate chairman, Mr. F. Porter, who had for a length of time been asso- 
ciated with thecompany. Vacancies at the board have also occurred 
by the departure from Shanghai of Messrs. Lavers, Schroers and An- 
Gerson; Messrs, W. Lemann, W. H. Aretz, F. H. Bell, and A. G. Wood 
have been appointed in their stead, and are now proposed as members 
of the court of directors. 

Tn opening the proceedings, the chairman, Mr. Miller, said the 
report went so fully into details that very little remained for him 
to say with regard tothem. He thouyht it was a matter of con- 
gratulation for the shareholders that the gross amount of premia 
collected during the six months had been the largest that had 
yet accrued to the company for any similar period since its for- 
mation. he increase might be partially accounted for by the 
season having been earlier, but still, if they looked to the in- 
creased competition they had to encounter, partly from the Home 
Offices, who were bidding largely for foreign business, and also 
to the reduction in rates, the result could not but be regarded as 
satisfactory. The losses for the six months amounted to Ts. 
86,197.42 up to 30th June, but if they looked at the total of Tls. 
487,054.00 premia collected, and also to the very disastrous sea- 
gon on the coast, which resulted in the loss of several steamers, 
there was much matter for congratulation that the company had 
been s0 successful. 

Resolutions were then passed adopting the report and confirm- 
ing the appointment of Messrs. W. Lemann, W. H. Aretz, F. H. 
Bell, and A. G. Wood as directors. No comments were made: by 


-any of the shareholders attending the meeting. 


‘The Chairman said that though it might not be quite regular, 
it might be well to allude shortly to the accounts of the old: 
-company. A dividend returning the balance of the capital bad 
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would then remain in hand Tls.371,08997 to be further appro. 
printed, one-third of which had to go to the coatributing share; 
holders and two-thirds to the shareholders generally. Of course 
this amount was further subject to any losses and claims which 
might appear; but as the bulk of the risks had run off, he did 
not think it probable that any large deduction from this balance 
could take place. However, before distributing it the directors 
would take care that all possible losses and claims were. fully 
provided for. 

The proceedings closed with the customary vote of thanks ta 
the directors. ; 





HONG KONG. 

Our advicestextend to the 24th October: the French mail, with 
dates from London to the 13th Sept., arrived out on the 22ad 
Oct. The following items are from the China Muil and the Daily 
Press :— 

Among the passengers leaving by the present French Mail we 
note the name of General Boguslovsky, an officer whose mission 
to Peking has been somewhat unduly ignored by the China Press. 
He has, it would appear, been negotiating with the Chinese Govern- 
ment one of those knotty questions which perennially crop up in 
Rusgo-Chinese politics—viz., the ‘‘ Rectification of the Frontier.” 
Every few years an uneasy suspicion seizes the Russian Governr 
ment that the frontier is all wrong. and to get it put righta 
negotiator is straightway despatched from the banks of the Nevs 
to talk to the residents by the banks of the Peiho. Upon the 
present occasion it would appear that ‘the frontier” required @ 
good deal of rectification—rather in the way of artistic touches, 
than as regarded any important change in its general dizea 
tion—and Korea, the Amoor and Turkestan became accord- 
ingly subjects of discussion between the representative 
of the Czar and the Ministers of Tung Chih. It is need- 
less to s:y that the conversations held resulted in an arrange- 
ment satisfactory to both parties, though it may not be generally 
known what the guid pro quo was on the part of Russia. We are 
able to state, upon authentic information, that two points have 
been gained by China. The one is a promise of neutrality should 
matters, as the Chinese believe they will, take a turn which in- 
volves another war with the Celestial Empire ; and the second is 
3 pou that H.I.H. the Grand Duke Alexis shall not visit 

eking. 

The Acting French Consul, M. Charles de la Forest, has laid a 
complaint at the Police court, in which he claimed redress againat 
the superintendent of the Sailors’ Home, for receiving into the 
Ilome six French seamen deserted from a French vessel in hax 
bour, and having no discharge. It is asserted in the &: formation 
laid, that a runner named D. Brown had received on their behatf 
a sum of $15 each man, a month’s salary in advange, and a fee of 
$1 each man, and after doing so still retains the men, who, accord® 
ing to their names, are English, and are atill at the Home. The 
affair was brought before Mr. Mitchell at the Police-court on tire 
23rd Oct., but the summons was dismissed. 

The Guzette notifies that the Ordinance giving powers to the 
Nong Kong and Shanghai Corporation to establish Banking agen- 
cies at Saigon, Manila and other places has not received theapproval 
of the Secretary of State. It also notifies that the leave of absence 
of the Hon. Mr. Smale has been extended to January 1, 1873, 
and Mr. Alexander’s appointment toa seat in the Levislative 
Council has been approved by her Mejesty. The exzension of 
the Chief Justice’s leave appears to have taken everyone by 
surprise, as letters recently received stated that he was about to 
leavo within twenty-four hours of their despatch. The change of 
date will allow Mr. Pauncefote to get the run of the work before 
his successor arrives. 

There has been much excitement amongst the Chinese at a 
rumour of the death of Mr. Kwok Acheong. The rumour was 
false, and Mr. Kwok Acheong was, we understand, somewhat 
amused on reading the record of his obituary in the extra of the 
Chinese paper issued from the Daily l’ress Olfice. It appeared 
that the wealthy and respected native gentleman in question had 
a fall lately on board one of his steamers, and sustaiaed some. in- 
juries. Having almost entirely recovered, hie family gave vent 
to their rejoiciugs on his deliverance by engaging a number. of 
priests to perform a religious ceremony in the house, and: this has 
doubtless given rise to the rumour of his death. 

Intelligence is to hand that the British brig Spartan is-stranded 
on shore near Taiwanfoo. Endeavours were made to get her off, 
but without success, and a hawser and kedge anchor curried out 
to heave her off was cut by the natives, to prevent her getting, off 
and out of their clutches for plunder. This they succeeded n 
doing, and stripped off the copper from her bottom, and great 
difficulty was experienced in eeoing thew from wholly boarding 
the vessel. The captain went to the Consul at Taiwanfoo, A 
man-of-war was expected daily, and.a. Court of Ingniry, is. likely 
to be held-at that place.

On the 28th Oct. the Governor and Lady Ord, with Captain Ord 
and Mr. Watts, embarked on board the colonial steamer Pluto en 
route for Malacca. His Excellency the Governor will visit the Malay 
Chiefs in the Straits of Malacca, to again endeavour to “settle 
something,” and we heartily trust he will at last prove successful. 
The first place of call will be Sungie Ujong, where his Excel- 
lency’s diplomatic abilities will be Gxiecluan to settle a dispute 
between the Rajah of that place and the ruler of Rumbowe. 
H.M.S. Zebra, it is said, will follow the Pluto, to give weight, we 
suppose, to his Excellency’s visit, which, it is to be hoped, will 
be successful in putting an end to the anarchy and bloodshed 
which has prevailed of late. 

Reports from Klang, for the truth of which we cannot vouch, 
assert that the men from Pahang, assisting Tunkudia Oodin, have 
routed Mahdie’s forces, and that Syed Masahoor has been shot 
dead. There is also another rumour that Syed Zein has been 
killed by Mahdie’s adherents, but we have been unable to learn 
what foundation there is for it. 

A ‘cricket match has been concluded between eleven of the 
‘Army and Navy and the Singapore Cricket Club, in which we 
are glad to see the Singapore Cricket Club have recovered their 
laurels and shown something of their former capital play—a most 
encouraging sign. We are happy to be able to compliment them 
on this occasion on having made one hundred and thirteen points 
in one innings, against only fifty-two in two innings by their op- 
ponents. 

It is rumoured that the Governor has applied to the Colonial 
Office for an extension of his term of office for another year.

YoroHamMa.—A brisk demand had been shown for Grey Shirtings, 
with a firm market. Turkey Reds were in fair inquiry. Black Velvets 
and Lastings in demand. 

Hr0Go.—An unsatisfactory market is reported. Excessive receipts of 
Grey Shirtings had occasioned a considerable decline in prices, best 8} 
Ibs. being in very little demand at the close at $2.55 to 2.574 per piece. 
Drills were quoted $3.80 to 4.00 per piece, but not wanted. Woollens 
were quiet, but fairly steady, and hopes of early improvement were en- 
tertained. 

NAGASAKI.—The market was quiet, and a few 8.4 Ib. Shirtings had 
been placed at $2.53 per piece. 

TIENTSIN.—Sales were reported of Lie Eagle 8} Ibs. Grey Shirtings 
at Tis. 1.76 per piece, with a dull market for these and for all other 
textiles. The water was falling fast, however, and some prospect of an 
early improvement was held out. 

Han kow.—Advices report very unfavourably of the market. Consi- 
derable sales were of daily occurrence, but the advices from Shanghat 
had influenced holders to sell, and a marked decline had resulted in 
consequence, 

SHancHA1.—A better tone had prevailed, and rather more disposi- 
tion to do business had been evinced by the trade; but, as yet, these 
were the only signs of improvement perceptible in the Piece Gouds 
market.

He's chop dollar 7 Ibs.twithout success, Dewlurst's MT Tis. 1.45 to 1.46, 
Drills: Steady demand for both English and Dutch, but importers had 
met the market freely, and so prevented any rise; Dutch, Tls. 3.02 to 
3.10; English, Tls. 3.05 to 3.15 for 14 to 15 Ibs. Jeans and Sheetings : 
No great inquiry had existed. Jeans: English, Tle. 2.10 to 2.14; 
Dutch, Tle. 2.30. Sheetings: English, Tls. 2.80 to 2.85 ; American, 
Tis. 3.70. Fancy Cottons: A large business had been done, but it 
had embraced only the articles commented or in recent reports. Wool- 

ens: Market unchanged, and only a small trade done, but holders con- 
tinued firm, in expectation of an improved demand and better prices 
as the Autumn advances. A few Camlets had found buyers, to arrive, at 
Tis. 154 per piece. Metals.—Nail Rod Iron: Nothing doing. Lead 
Temains dull at last mail’s rates. Quicksilver: A slightly better in- 
quiry had resulted in the settlement of a few flasks, at an advance of 
Tis. 1 to 8 per picul. 

: Foocxow.—Sales were reported of 500 pieces, 84lbs. Grey Shirtings 
at $2.75, 1,600 pieces 7lbe. T-Cloths at $2.5 to $2.65, and 400 pieces 
8lbe. do at $3.74. Lead was quoted $7 per picul. 

Hone Kono.—Fair sales of Cotton Yarns had been effected, but 
importers had made concessions to clear their goods, The business in 
manofactared goods had been small, and prices of all articles were low 
and weak.

The stock was 
estimated at nearly 20,000 chests. Green: With the exception of the 
purchase of a heavy string of Moyunes at previous rates by one firm, 
business had been limited. Pingsueys were at last showing signs of 
decline, and it was believed that the market would drop two or thres 
taels if buyers would simply abstain from offering. At present a fall 
of half a tael to one tael was enough to induce many buyers to go on. 

Foocuow.—Congous had been more sparingly dealt in up to the 
11th Oct., the daily settlements averaging 1,700 chests, but on the 11th 
an unexpectedly large business was trausacted, some 7,300 chests having 
been booked, followed on the 12th by the settlement of 4,900 chests. 
Although the stock had been gradually increasing, having stood at 
103,000 chests on the 10th, the holders had throughout displayed more 
or less firmness, and, except in a few instances during the quietest 

riod of the interval, they had succeeded in roalising former prices, 
Beuchongs had been in rather limited request. The advices from the 
United States had continued to be of so discouraging a nature as to 
cause all buyers of Oolong to withdraw from the market, while the 
holders had not as yet been sufficiently influenced thereby, and, conse- 
quently, no transactions had taken place.

to Tis. 10, and a few transatcions had taken place in Yellow Silks and 
re-reela nt previous prices.

THE FAILURE OF BOWLES BROTHERS AND CO. 

On the 27th ult. a large meeting of the creditors of Mcssrs. Bowles 
Brothers and Co. was beld at the Cannon-street Hotel, under the chair- 
‘manship of Mr. James Vizetelly, for the purpose of receiving the 
report of the committee of investigation appointed on the 16th inst. 
‘The Secretary read the following report :— 

Having gone carefully through the approximate statement of affuirs 
repared by Messrs. Turquand, Youngs, and Co., and having received 
tom Mr. Juin Young, a member of that firm, explanations in refer- 

ence to the various items in the statement, and having: examined the 
Pooks of the London house in: order to satisfy ourselves asto the posi- 
tion of the firm and upon certain matters involving very grave charges 
againet its-:members, and having: requested’ explanations from Mr. 
Robert Bowles, the only partner at present in this conatry, and from 
the manager, Mr. Keith, we regret to say that the prospects of the 
exeditors are in no way improved by the examination thus far made. 
Further; we are of opinion. that: some ofthe partnera may be found to 


. be orlminally liable for the missppropriation. of tie securities of several 
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Nov. 23, from Liverpool, for Singapore and Java (via | 


apparently witlout a single shilling of capital. 


of their customers, in connection with which misappropriation we find, 
in the course-of our investigation, that the managers ofthe London 


- house. have taken. a prominent part. The atatement of the affairs of 
, the London honsa, as extracted from.the books, discloses, in our opi- 


nion, very. disastrous prospects for the creditora. The estimated lia- 
bilities amount to £83,000, and include secarities belonging to cus- 
tomerr, deposited for safe custody only, of the estimated. valus of about 
£14,000, which have been pledged. by the bankers of the London honse 
against: loans. Thix amount of £83,000 is‘exolusive of the large iiability 
of the firm in reapeet of sbarea in theJoint National Agency Company, 
whieh, we are informed, smounts to about. £95,000, being, 19s. per 
share, the amoant net paid up on 100,000 shares: of £1 exch. On the 
other hand, the only.uaseta. which can be reckoned upon as reulisable 
consist. of the cash and bills-reecivable on haud and dedtors on current 
accounts, estimated to reulise about £3,500. In addition to these 
there are debtor balances appeazing in the books amounting.to about 
£138,000, the nature and value of which neither Mr. Robert Bowles, 
nor Mr. Keith, the manager, can satisfactorily explain or estimate. 
We fear, however, that but very little will ever be realised from these 
balances. Important information in the interest of the creditors has 
yet to be obtained as to the extent of the liabilities and assets of the 
houses.in Paris, New York, and Boston, and of what the private estates 
of the five partners consist, We may here state that the London books 
do not show any capital accounts of the severa! partners, and that 
their drawings in London have been debited to salary and 
entertainment aecounta. The accuracy of the statements con- 
tained im. the telegrams which have been recently received of 
the liabilities and assets of the Paris and Boston houses appear 
to be F0 inconsistent when compared with the balances in the 
books of the London firm againat those houses respectively, that we 
hesitate to place them before the creditors.as conveying anything ap- 
Proaching to a true explanation of their afluirs. In :ezaid to the lia-, 
bilities and assets of the New York honse no information has yet been 
received. The partuers constituting the firm of Bowles Brothers and 
Co, are-the same in each of the four houses, viz. : Buobert Caldwell 
Mackay Howdes, Charles Stetaen Peabody Bowles, William Burroughs 
Bowles, Nathan Appleton, and Henry Cushing Stetsen. We cannot 
help expressing our great surprise that the business of Messare. Bowles 
Brothers and Co. has been mixed up toa very great extent with the 
nUaizs of the Joint National Agency Company, and also at the igno- 
ranee professed by Mr. Robert Bowles. and the manager, Mr. Keith, 
both in reference to that company’s accounts and the finang.al tranaac- 
tious of the: Loadon.house generally. With reference to the advances 
made by Messrs. J. S: Morgan and Co. during the few weeks imme- 
diately preceding the suspension of paymeat, we are of opinion, after 
carefully examining the account, that the transacli:ns exonerate 
Messrs, Morgan and Co. from any imputations. Having regard to 
proceedings which have been taken against one of the partners of the 
firm, sinc: our appointment, and to the whole circumstanecs of this 
case, we cannot help coming to the conclusion that the only mode 
of protecting the general interest of the creditors, and ensuring: a 
fair distribution of the assets, is by placing the estate in baukruptcy ; 
and this course we recommend the creditors to adopt. 

Mr. Richard Jones (solicitor), who said he represented Mr. Patrick 
Neile, of Jersey—who was the largest creditor—stated it was found 
that in a few days after securities were lodged with Messrs. Bowles, 
simply foreafe custody, they obtained advances upon them from the 
Union Bank. Such securitics were as transferable a4 a Bank of Eng- 
land note, and he wassorry tosay that the law was on the side of what 
was done. The manager of the Union Bank, whom he had seen on 
the subject, asked how were they to know that the bonds did not be- 
long. to Messrs. Bowles, there being nothing on the face of them to 
show to whom they belonged. He did not think that in the whole 
course of hia thirty years’ experience he had ever met with so vilanous 
a transaction as this, which showed that persons had come over from 
America and opened housesin London, New York, Geneva, and Paris, 
There was nothing to 
show that any one of the firm hadever puta shilling into the concern. On 
the contrary, it appeared that they were alwayz drawing out whatever 
they pleased, and that they spent some of the moucy of the creditorsin 
giving an entertainment tothe High Joint Commission at Geneva. 
(Laughter), There was £85,000 owing to the creditors, and £3,500 
constituted the whole of the assets. There were debtor balances, but 
their nature could only be explained by Charles Bowles, who was out 
of the country. He doubted whether the proceeding against Robert 
Bowles was a judicious one at the time. Robert Bowles, when asked 
for information, shrugged his shaulders, and said he was a mere shop- 
walker, and that his brother Charles, who was the active partner, had 
gone to California. When questioned about the other partners, he 
said, ‘Mr. Nathan Appleton, of Boston, is a wealthy man; he is one 
of our partners.” There was nothing, however, to show whether he 
was a partner or not, and if he wasa partner it might be only to the 
limit of the money he had advanced. They would find that from time 
to time Mr. Appleton had taken an active part, and that he had tele- 
graphed to J. S. Morgan and Co. to say that he would see the cre- 
ditora paid; but whether that constituted a liability remained to be 
seen, The only course to adopt was to make all the partuers bank- 
rupt, and thus make them amenable to the criminal law. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. E. Newman moved, ‘' That the committee be requested to in- 
struct @ solicitor to take eucli proceedings as he may be advised, with 
the. view of making all or any of the partners bankrupt.” Mr. Schuler 
seconded the resolution. 

Mr. Jones said that, according to the information the committee 
had received, Mr. Appleton had rendered himself liable for all the 
debta of the concern, and, if that were the case, every shilling of the 
creditors’ money would be paid. If not, they would, be able to ex- 
amine the partners, and ask them what they had done with £85,000 
in two years, (Hear.) 

The resolotion was-agreed to unanimously, a8 was one moved by Sir 
Antonio Brady, thanking, the committtee, and requesting them to 
continue, their labours on. behalf of the creditors.

THE P. AND O. COMPANY'S REPORT. 

The tabular statement prefixed te this report contains, as usual, par- 
ticulara of the tonnage, horse-power, and present stations of the com- 
pany’s fleet. The alterations in the list since the last half-yearly report 
are the removal of the names of the Aden, Ottawa, and the hulk 
Ariadne, and the addition of the Zambesi, and the tug, the Timsah. 
The Aden and Ottawa, no longer adapted for the present requirements 
of the service, have been advantageously disposed of by sale in China. 
The holk Ariadne, after doing good service for twenty-seven years at 
Alexandria, has been broken up, altered arrangements at that port 
rendering the use of a hulk no longer necessary. The Zambesi is a 
steamer of 2,200 tons, and 400-horse power, and will be delivered by 
her builders, Messrs. Barclay, Curle, and Co., of Glasgow, in February. 
She was purchased by the Board at an early stage of construction, and 
will be thoroughly adapted to the requirements of the company. The 
tug Timsah, which has been contracted for with Messrs. Day and Co., 
of Southampton, is intended more especially for the purpose of assist- 
ing the company’s vessels in the navigation of the Suez Canal, but can 
be availed of for general work in Egypt. 

Of the vessels mentioned in the last half-yearly report as fitting out, 
the Cathay was delivered to the company on the 12th June, and 
despatched on the 27th of the same month, v/a the Suez Canal, to 
Bombay and China. The Hydaspes was launched on the 6th July, 
handed over to the company on the 28rd August, and despatched to 
Bombay, also via the Canal, as an extra steamer on the 21st September. 
The reports rvceived on the performances of these vessels since leaving 
England are in the highest degree satisfactory. 

The Malwa and Bokhara, on the present fitting out list, are in a for- 
ward state. The Malwa was launched on the ]6th October, and will be 
delivered in December, and the Bokhara will be ready in a few 
weeks after. The Venetia, Lombardy, Gwalior, and Nizam, are also 
making good progress. 

The Pera has received new engines and boilers and a general refit. 
The new machinery gives this vessel an increased speed, and at the 
same time effects an economy of nearly forty per cent. in her consump. 
tion of coal. The Ceylon, having already compound engines, is now 
receiving new boilers and a general refit, and will again take her place 
on the sea-going list early in January. 

Four of the company’s steamers, the Deccan, Hindostan, Malacca, 
and Sunda, came through the Canal direct from China to London with 
full cargoes of last new season’s teas. These vessels returned by the 
same route; with full cargoes, to their original stations. In addition to 
the above, the company’s vessels have been enagaged in making a 
variety of extra voyages apart from the mail services, aggregating a 
mileage of nearly 200, 000 miles. The directors are happy tostate that the 
navigation of the company’s numerous fleet has not been attended by 

any accident since the date of the last report. 


UNDERWRITING ACCOUNT AND GENKRAL RESERVE FUND. 

The position of the underwriting account, after deducting the loss of 
the Rangoon, enables the directors to recommend a distribution of one 
per cent., being equal to £27,000, and to carry the sum of £23,038 
14s, 11d. to the general reserve fund. 

The reserve fund would thus showa balance of £455,162 11s. 9d., 
but in view of the large amount which (as explained hereafter) must be 
expended in extraordinary repairs and improvements, the directors con- 
sider it neccssury to follow the precedent of last year, by appropriating 
the balance of the underwriting account to this special purpose. 

RXTBAORDINABY REPAIRS AND ALTERATIONS. 

In their report of December, 1871, the directors called particular 
attention to the comparatively small amount expended in repairs, and 
therefore set aside a sum of £20,000 to provide for what may be termed 
arrears in that department. 

Duriug the current year the directors have not been able to accomplish 
the nocessary work which they had in contemplation, partly because 
the ficet has been in such constart employment, and partly because the 
various shipbuilding and engineering firms have been overcrowded with 
work. The consequence has been that the repairs for 1872 have been even 
below those of 1871,80 that the amount of £20,000 sct aside in 1871 has 
not yet Leen employed. To justify a further appropriation for this purpose, 
as now proposed, it is necessary to explain the work to be undertaken. The 
success of the high and low pressure, or, as it is usually termed, com- 
pound engine, may be said to have caused almost a revolution in steam 
navigation. For thie, amougst other reasons, the directors have pressed 
forward the construction of a number of new vessels with this im- 
proved description of machinery, and when the vessels now contracted 
for are completed, the company will possess twenty-two vessels, uggre- 
gating 60,000 tons and 11,000-horse power thus fitted. In addition to 
this, however, it becomes necessary, as the boilers of the older steamers 
grow defective, to replace not only their boilers, and refit them in the 
ordinary way, but to supply them aleo with new engines, regard being 
of course bad in carrying out this work to the other qualifications of 
the steamers for the constuntly changing character of the company’s 
service. 

Under these circumstances, the directors have contracted for new 
boilers and machinery for the following steamers, viz., Surat, Mon- 
golia, Bangalore, Sumatra, Sunda, Malacca, Geelong, and Avoca. Two 
of these vessels, tho Surat and Mongolia, will receive entirely new en- 
gines, und the former vessel will also be lengthened about fifty feet. In 
the case of the other steamers, the machinery can fortunately be con- 
verted to the new principle without being entirely replaced. The cost 
of this work will be very considerab‘e, and tho proprietors will there- 
fore realise the absolute necessity of providing for it to some extent by 
anticipation} 








ITALIAN MAIL SERVICE. 

Tn the report submitted to the shareholders at the last half-yearly 
meeting, details were given of a successful negotiation with the Italian 
Goverament for an extension of the company’s Brindisi line to Ancona 
and Venice. The contract having been ratified by the King and Parlia- 
ment of Italy, the service was commenced on July 26. This line has 
fully satisfied the anticipations of the directors, and affords ample pro- 
mise of Increased importance. 


. 
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THE SECRETARY. 

Mr. Howell, after a connection with the company extending over a 
period of thirty years, during twenty-five of which he filled with great 
advantage to the company the responsible position of secretary, has 
been compelled, owing to the state of his health, to resign his appoint- 
ment. Under the circumstances, the board,had no hesitation in award- 
ing him a retiring allowance, feeling agsured of the cordial approval of 
the proprietors. The board have selected Mr. A. M. Bethune to fill the 
vacancy. Mr. Bethune ably represented the company in Egypt for a 
considerable time, and for some years past has been attached to the 
management in London. 

CAPITAL, REVENUE, AND EXPENDITURE. 

The amount of share capital continues in the same position as during 
the last four years, viz., £2,700,000 paid-up capital, and £800,000 an- 
called ; the amount of debentures at present issued is £700,000. The 
receipts for the past twelve months show an Increase of £30,000 over 
those of the previous year, but two-thirds of this amount arise from 
transport services. 

The directors have again to report an Increasing competition upon all 
the Company’s Eastern lines. Upwards of 1,250,000 tons of shipping 
have passed through the Suez Canal in competition with the company, 
against 700,000 tons during the previous year. Many of these vessels 
have carried passengers at lower rates than the company, while, ia 
their most important field of operations, viz., the Bombay trade, the 
utmost depression has existed in the freight market throughout the 
whole year. To such an extent has this been the case, that the net 
freights obtained by the company between Southampton and Bombay, 
after deducting the expense of transit through Egypt, have averaged 
only 153. to 20s. per ton. Under these adverse circumstances the 
directors have been enabled to sustain the recoipts of the company by 
the increased carrying capacity of the new steamers, and by develuping 
other fields of operation beyond those embraced by the Mail Service. 

The expenditure, upon the whole, exhibits a diminution, as compared 
with last year, of £38,000. A great part of this may be attributed to 
the diminished cost of victualling the company’s steamers since the 
practice was commenced of selling wine, instead of including it in the 
passage-money. But it must be remembered that any economy in this 
direction has been more than counterbalanced by the reduction in the 
rates of passage-money. 

The rise in the price of coal, of labour, and of almost every article 
used for the purposes of steam navigation, has materially affected the 
result of the year’s operations, while the competition created by the 
Suez Canal has prevented any corresponding increase in freights. The 
directors beg to conclude by recommending a dividend of 3 per cent., 
free of income-tax, for the six months ending 30th September last, 
making, with 3 per cent. declared in June, and the payment of | per 
cent, from the underwriting account, a total of 7 per cent. for the year. 


LITERATURE.

Una : or, the Early Marriage. By Harriette Bowra. London: 
Hodder and Stoughton.—This is a single volume novel, which 
fully bears out a statement appearing “poe its title-page that 
it is a “domestic story.” The plot—if plot it may be termed— 
consists simply of the history of the early married life cf a young 
couple whose happiness is for a time obscured by the darkening 
influences of mutual misunderstandings. Resembling “Red- 
lands”—a work by the same authoress, which was noticed in 
these columns some time since—in the fact of being utterly free 
from that besetting sin of most female authorship—scnsationalism— 
the interest of the reader is secured not only by the skilful develop- 
ment of the story, but to an equal, if not a greater, degree, by 
the fluent, easy, and graceful style which characterises the 
author’s writing. We heartily recommend the book, believing 
that there are few who, once commencing its perusal, will not 
continue to the end. 

In 1870 M. E. Simon, Acting Consul at Foochow, presented to 
the Social Economy Society of Paris, an account of the manners 
and institutions of Paris which has just been published in the 
Journal Oficiel. Amongst other interesting facts M. Simon 
states that there exists in China a register called the “ Book of 
the Family,” in which are inscribed all good actions and all 
dace It is the only civil register that exists in the 

mpire ; in it the father registers his child's birth, and thus en- 
dows him with all the rights arising from such filiation ; in it 
also marriages and deaths are entered. The severest punishment 
that can be inflicted is the erasure of a name from the book; a 
man whose name is so erased loses all civil rights, is a stranger 
everywhere—an outlaw. Death is nothing toa Chinese com 
with this! It was not a low state of civilisation in which the 
grand idea of such a moral register was produced. 

M. Lazareff has found an interesting relic to the north of 
the Ural mountains, and has communicated it to the Paris 
Academy. ‘Ihe inscription is engraved on a piece of native 
silver. M. Sackaroff, professor of Chinese at St. Petersburg, sa; 
that the commencement of the inscription is easily read, that 
characters belong to the Chinese vulgate—the first character 
represents twenty-six, the second, inn, signifies sil ver, and the third, 
ghirm, metal ; the rest is very doubtful. It appears, however, that 
the inscription is very ancient, and this bit of silver warrants 
supposition either, that the Chinese in ancient times worked the 
silver mines of the Ural mountains, or were in communication 
with those who did. 


At the last meeting of the Royal Asiatic Society, Mr. J, Ferguson, 
V.P., read a paper on 8 portion of the route traversed by the Chiness 
traveller, Hiouen-Thsang, in India, between the years 730 and 744 A.B. 
The writer commenced by stating his reasons for distrusting the prin- 
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of criticism adopted by those who had hitherto attempted to 
w @he pilgrim in his travels. After explaining the rules he had 


fo 
framed, he proceeded to state that, In that part of the route he had 
selected for examination, extending over upwards of 3,000 miles, he 
had not found it necessary to alter the text of his author in a single 
instance, either for direction or distance; but, on the contrary, he had 
found the indications in the text so uniformly consistent and correct, 
that he believed they were in nearly all instances sufficient to determine 
witbin narrow limits of error the position of all the places mentioned. 


The author of the paper then proceeded to examine in detail each of the 


various stages traverred by Hiouen-Thsang, from the time when he crossed 
the Ganges at Patna, going southward till he crossed the Nerbudda on 


his route to Ballabhi; pointing out, as he went along, the discrepancies 


between his determinations and those of M. Vivien de St. Martin and 
General Cunningham, who had preceded him in the attempt of identi- 
fying the names of places occurring in the traveller's narrative. The 


discrepancies between his conclusions and those of the scholars who

and enters Magadha, and that which extends from the time he left Bal-

as the middle portion. 

Mr. George Smith, of the British Museum, has issued a most interest- 
ing account of the record of the Deluge which he has lately deciphered 
from the Assyrian monuments. He writes:—“ The cuneiform inscrip- 
tion which I have recently found and translated gives a long and full 


account of the Deluge. [t contains the version or tradition of this event 
which existed in the early Chaldean period at the city of Erech (one of 


the cities of Nimrod), now represented by the ruins of Warka. In this 
Bew)y-discovered inscription the account of the Deluge is put as a nar- 
Fative into the mouth of Xisuthrusor Noah. He relates the wickedness 
of Bhe world, the command to build the ark, its building, the filling of it, 


the Deluge, the resting of the ark on a mountain, the sending out of 


the birds, and other matters. The narrative bas a closer resemblance 
to the account transmitted by the Greeks from Berosus, the Chaldean 
hisgorian, than to the Biblical history, but it does not differ materially 
from either; the principal differences are as to the duration of the De- 
luge, the name of the mountain on which the ark rested, the sending 


out of the birds, &c. The cuneiform account is much Jonger and fullor 


than that of Berosus, and has several details omitted both by the Bible 
and the Chaldean historian. This inscription opens up many questions 
of which we knew nothing previously, and it is connected with a num- 
ber of other details of Chaldean history which will be both interesting 
and important. This is the first time any inscription bas been found 
with an account of an event mentioned in ‘icuesis.” 

The Council of the Society of Arts contemplates a movement which 
has for its aim the extension of the usefulness of that Society, which 


has already to be congratulated as having done, under the guidance of 


its officers and its excellent and accomplished secretary, Mr. Le Neve 


Foster, M.A., an immense service to the social and domestic arts of 


Great Britain. The Council is about to appeal to its members to sug- 
gest how best their numbers could be increased, so as to justify : their 
underteking the work ; and one of the suggestions is embodied in the 
- following :—“ Hitherto each member has had the privilege of purchas- 
ing a season ticket for the International Exhibition at the reduced price 
of one guinea. It is proposed, should a sufficient response be made to 
this appeal, that each member shall receive, on personal application for 
the same, a season ticket free of all charge. Also, that all members 
elected in future sha’l pay an entrance-fee ofone guinea, which is desir- 
able, as giving permanency to the Society.” The number of members 
is at present about 3,500; and looking at the extersive field of the So- 
ciety’s action, it is believed that this ficld might be readily doubled.

GHRISTIANITY AND MISSIONARIES. 
To say nothing of the hosts of native Christians in Japan, who 
perished wholesale rather than apostatise in the persecutions of the six- 


teenth and seventeenth centuries, an indisputable constancy on behalf 


of their religion has been shown by the poor and despotically-governed 
peasants of Tonquin and Annam, despite a series of bloody persecu- 


tions; whilkt in Korea it is impossible not to recognise a singular 
degree both of readiness in accepting and of steadfastness in adhering 


to the doctrines introduced by the Roman Catholic propagandists. ‘The 
secret of the enigma may perhaps be found in the passion evinced by 
all these races for combinations partaking of the nature of secret 
societies, a similarity with which the force of events has invariably 
caused the fraternities of converts to assume. A Korean or Anuamcse 
of the lower class, accustomed only to unremitting labour under the 
eye of a callous despotism, and holding his life and fortune entirely sub- 
ject to the pleasure of merciless officials or nobles, may well find astrik- 
ing relief tron the hard monotony of his cheerless existence in admis- 
sion to the mysteries, of which, irrespectively of rank or wealth, he finds 
himeelf eagerly welcomed as an adept. There is a sense of security in 
the mere feeling that one is linked to others by a common bond of risk ; 
and, once indoctrinated in the elements of faith presented for the neo- 
pbyte’s acceptance, he becomes subject to the most impressionable senti- 
ments of the mind. The promise of a blest hereafter which Chris- 
tianity holds forth, eheds an unaccustomed! ray of encouragement and 
hope into souls for which pagan religions offer no adequate solace of this 
kind. We are speuking not without authority when we observe that it 
is this vision of a happy land beyond the grave, und notably of the re- 
union hereafter with the spirits of loved ones who have gone before, 
that furnishes the Christian miesionary, Protestant no less than Catholic, 
with some of bis most effectual arguments. The hope of an hereafter, 
or, in other words, the great Christian doctrine of immortality and the 
Tesurrection of the dead, is the tiue source of the fervour with which 
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Christianity was avowed by - ¢ 
erie pectts Y - .ititades of Koreans within the space @ 

Certain it is, notwithstanding the pr. nations of 1788, followed by 
even still more stringent measures in Ia., yeara, that the Korean 
Christians continued to increase in number ; anc, ear or two later they 
despatched an emissary, named Paul Li, to obtaid .,.yrances from the 
Bishop of Peking, respecting certain doubts that hna arisen among 
them upon points of doctrine.and practice. According to she mission- 
ary relations, the accounts brought back by Paul Li of the duight he 
had experienced in participating in the sacraments and assisting in the 
ceremonies of the Church fired to so great an extent the imaginations 
of his countrymen that they longed for admission to similar privileges, 
and for the presence among them of duly qualified priests. The 
messenger was sent back to Peking accordingly, and received from the 
Bishop what was necessary for the. celebration of the mass, together 
with instructions how to manufacture wine. It was arranged that a 
priest should be sent to a rendezvous on the frontier, where he was to 
be met by Korean Christians; and in the beginning of 1791 a mission- 
ary was actually sent from Peking; but on arriving at the appointed 
spot he encountered no one, and was obliged to turn back. A fresh 
persecation had broken out in Korea, and for some time all communica- 
tion with the outer world was cut off. At length, in 1795, after more 
thau one unsuccessful attempt, a young Chinese, who had been ordained 
as priest, and had received the name of Jacques Vajloz, succeeded in 
crossing the frontier, and was enthusiastically welcomed among the 
native Christians. From the fragmentary notices that have been 
handed down with respect tu this period it would appear that the reign- 
ing sovereign withheld consent from the severe measures of repression 
urged upon him by a party among his councillors, and refused to sanc- 
tion an ordinance aimed at the complete extirpation of the new doc- 
trines. Thanks to this hesitation, Christianity, while mercilessly per- 
secuted by. individual functionaries, found at least a refuge in certain 
districts of the kingdom, where more lenient governors bore rule; and 
notwithstanding frequent proscriptions and many wholesale executions, 
the number of Christians ‘* solidement convertis” was estimated at 
10,000 in 1800. At this epoch the death of the King supervened, and 
during a regency which ensued the hostile party gained a temporary 
ascendant. The opportunity was embraced to inaugurate a fresh per- 
secution, and active search was made for the missionary Jacquez Vellos, 
who, after many hairbreadth escapes, was finally taken prisoner. He 
was publicly executed on May 21, 1801, and for more than thirty years 
after this event the Korean Christians remaiaed without a priest. 

ANNUAL EMBASSY TO PEKING. 

Notwithstanding the literary dependence upon her gigantic neighboar, 
Korea has steadfastly maintained fur many generations a policy of 
strict isolation almost as severe with reference to the Chinese as to- 
wards all other nations. The only intercourse allowed with China is 
officially confined to two points, viz., Peking, which is visited annually 
by an envoy accompanied by a certain number of privileged traders, 
end the “gate town” near the city of Fceng-hwang in Manchuria, on 
the frontier dividing the two countries, where a fair is periodically held. 
Beside this, an irregular traffic is maintained by Chinesejunks, sailing 
from the ports of Chefoo and Wel-hai Wei ia Shantung, which carry 
on a surreptitious trade at the islands on the coast of Korea, and notably 
at the mouth of the river Ya-lu. The annual embassy visits Peking in 
the winter season, and the traders who accompany it bring with them 
ginseng and other drugs, paper, and cotton-cloth. The number of each 
embassy is not allowed to exeeed two hundred persons, and their stay is 
limited to forty days. Although largely employed as a means of carry- 
ing on trade, the object of the mission is nominally no other than that 
of presenting a congratulatory memorial from the King of Korea to his 
suzerain, and of receiving in return a copy of the Chinese Imperial 
calendar, which ia issucd as one of the attributes of Chinese supremacy 
to dependent Statcs. 

THE FRENCH EXPEDITION. 

Two bishops and seven missionaries having thus perished, there re- 
mained in Korea hut three of the French miasionaries, MM. Ridel, 
Calais, and Féron, whose position long remained one of the most 
painful uncertainty. One of their number, now entitled Monseigneur 
Ridel, having beeu designated as the martyred bish»p’s successor, has 
recounted to us liow, after succeeding in rejoining his two associates in 
oue of the southern districts of Korea, the three missionaries spent six 
weeks in concealment in a small loft in the interior of a poor Christian 
widow's hut, aflording them barely room to crouch or lie down, and 
whence they dared only emerge after nightfall in order to snatch a 
mouthfall of air at the cottage door. It was at length decided that M. 
Ridel should make his way across to China as bearer of the news of 
what had occurred; and having succeeded in reaching the coast, he 
slipped away to sea on board a diminutive and leaky junk, manned by 
eleven native converts. After a seven days’ voyage he reached, Cheefoo, 
one of the Chinese ports opened by treaty to forelgn trade, situated on 
the great promontory of Shantung, immediately opposite the Korean 
coast. He arrived at this port on the 7th July, 1866, and procecded at 
ouce to Tientsin, where the French naval commander-in-chief, Admiral 
Roze, happened to be at that time. The intelligence of what had oc- 
curred was at once forwarded to the French Chargé d’Affuires at Pe- 
king, M. Henri de Bellonct, who, unfortunately for the interests of his 
country, had carried into diplomacy the rude customs and unmeasured 
language of the African Zouaves, in whose ranks he had served at one 
period of his carecr. On the 13th July, M. de Bellonct addressed to 
Prince Kung, the chief of the Chinese Foreign Office, a despatch, of 
which the following extract comprises the principal portion : — 

“I grieve to bring officially to the knowledge of your Imperial High- 
ness a horrible outrage committed in the small kingdom of Korea, 
which formerly assumed the bonds of vassalage to the Chinese Empire, 
but which this act of savage barbarity has for ever separated from it. 

‘*In the course of the month of March last, the two French bishops 
who were evangelising Korea, and with them nine missionaries, seven 
Korean priests, and a great multitude of Christians of both sexes and 
of every age, were masgacred by order of the sovereign of that country. 

‘* The Government of his Majesty cannot permit so bloody an out- 
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to be u , way on which the King of Korea 
lel hie fusacuee as cr The * "countrymen was the last of his reign ; 
he:bimself proclaimed its wahar which I in my turn solemnly declare 
today. Ina few day “oT military forces are to march to the conquest 
of Korea, and the »peror, my augact sovereign alone, has now the 
right and the pe«er to dispose, nocording to his good pleasare, of the 
country an¢ uf the vacant throne.” 

Two or three rtays later Prince Kung replied in a very courteous 
strain, observing that ‘‘as Korea is an out-of-the-way country, lying 
fin a secluded corner, and, as is well known, has always strictly main- 
tained its own regulations, T am qaite unaware what has Jed thom (sic 
in original) to put these miesfonaries and Christians to death. Still I 
am sensible of the friendly feelings which have led your Excellency 
thus to communicate to me the reasons for the French Government in 
moving its forces against the country.” The Prince wound up by sug- 
gesting that some preliminary inquiry might not be out of place before 
a resort should be had to arms. 

Bleanwhile M. de Bellonet had decided, on his own authority, that the 
French navalforcesshould at once proceed to invade Korea, without await- 
ing instructions from home; and Admiral Roze was requested to take mea- 
sures accordingly. Just at this time, however, intelligence arrived from the 
French posecssions in Cochin China, announcing on insurrection among 
the natives, and the French squadron was compelled to hurry southward 
for the protection of Saigon. Some months elapsed before it could 
again repair to the Chinese waters, but towards the end of September, 
1866, Admiral Roze arrived at Checfoo with the frigate Guerriere, 
corvettes Primaugnet and Laplace, and the gunboats Kien- chan, Dé- 
rouléde, Le Breton, ant Tardif. The two missionaries, M21. Feron 
and Calais, who had been left behind in Korea on M. Ridel’s departure, 
had in the interim found means of effecting their escape, and brought 
news that persecution still continued to harass the native converts. 

The gunboats Tardif and Déroulcde were detailed to effect a pre- 
liminary survey of the river approaches to the Korean capital ; and 
having entered the embouchure of the Han, which they found unde- 
fended, they followed its course upwards entirely unopposed for a dis- 
tance of rome fifty miles, until they found themselves actually in front 
of the walls of Séou). Here they anchored for a few hours, the 
officers diligently employed in hydrographic observations, whilst half 
the population of the city lined the river bank and gazed in wonder 
at the unaccustomed spectacle. No attempt at molestation was en- 
countercd, though several forts commanding the river were passed, 
and the gunboats finally steamed away after completing their explo- 
ratory mission. Jt was fully ascertained that Séoul might be reached 
by vessels of moderate draught, bnt the somewhat unpleasant fact 
(to nautical minds) was noted that the rise and fall of the tides in 
the River Han reach the remarkable extent of fifty or sixty feet, 
cembincd with currents of unusual foree. On the 11th of October 
Admiral Roze ret sail from Chefoo with -his entire squadron, and 
two days jater he anchored opposite an island known to the French 
sorveyors as ile Boisée, in the embouchure of the river descending from 
Sé6oul. At the mouth of the river lies the large insulur'tract forming 
the district of Kiang-hwa or Kung-hoa, comprising the city of that 
name, and here, without any attempt at communication with the-Korean 
Government, a force was landed from the French ships on the 14th of 
October, and moved inland to attack the city. After some insignificant 
skirmishiny, unattended with loss on the side of the French, Kang-hoa 
was escaladed and found almost wholly deserted by its inhabitants. 
Silver ingots to the value of about 190,000 francs were discoverd in the 
treasury and became lawful prize of war; whilst some curious apeci- 
mens of Korean art in metal-work and textile fabrics formed the prin- 
cipal trophics of the Royal residence which was found to exist within 
the walls of the town. 

At this time, so unwarlike had the institutions of the country become, 
and so little was the Regent prepared, despite his now implacable resolve 
to vefuee all intercourse with the outer world, to meet an invation, that 
the only force at his diaposal for resisting or rather for harassing the 
French’ expedition consisted in eome ‘bodies of men hurriedly called in 
from the forests of the north, where their avocations az woor.smen 
asd hunters had fumiliarised them with the use of firearms, and 
inured them to habita of daring. Eight disabled and dismounted 
ewanon, with a stock of powder and useless muskets, constituted all 
the munitions of war discovered at Kang-hoa; and it cannot be 
deubted that had the small French force of some 500 or 60U men 
been pushed on at once, they would have entered the eapital with 
little more difficulty than they ‘experienced in the capture of Kang- 
hoa. Common prudenee, nevertheless, was opposed to such.an advance 
into an unknown country, with the prospect of finding that the Govern- 
ment had removed into "the depths of the interior even should the 
capital be successfully reuched. It:wasa ‘probably hailed as:a relief, 
therefore, from the embarrassing condition in which this somewhat 
headlong expedition found itwelf when, after a few days’ delay, a 
vague and wordy deepateh was received from a Korean general, who 
professed a desire to negotiate respecting tle designs of the Prench 
commander. A roply wus forwarded to this coinmunication, demand- 
ing the pavishment of the three Ministers ‘who had -eounsellod the 
execution of the misxionaries, und the appointment of plenipoten- 
tiaries with whom Admiral Roze mizht treat; ‘bat within a day or 
two after this letter wus despatehcd it ‘became evitient that the 
Koreans were bent merely on gaining time, and that numerous 
levies were being ‘assembled for the purpose of surrounding and over- 
whelming the hundfui of inveders, Armed bodies began :tu appear on 
the opposite bank of the river,-whenee by land ‘to the -capitel is a dis- 
tance of but twelve or fiiteen miles, and on the 26th of October a re- 
connoitring force seut in this direction fell into .an ambush, and was 
driven back with ounsiderabie ‘loss.

with interest the Korean fire. Finding the task he had undertaken re 
tirely beyond the means at his disposal, Admiral Roze reluctantly’ 
anandoned Kang-hoa, embarked his forces, and returned to Chefoo, 
where instructions trom the French Government were met by no 
means supporting the hasty action inaugurated by their Chargé 
d’Affaires at Peking. 

The exultation of the Koreans on this triamph over the first Euro- 
peau invaders of their sacred soil may be easily imagined ; and it is 
mortifying to record that ata date posterior to the entire abandenment 
of the French expedition M. de Bellonet was etill inditing despatches in 
a tone of singular bombast to the Chinese Government. On the 11th 
of November, 1866, after accusing the Chinese (on evidence which has 
never been substantiated) of *‘complicity” in the murder of the mis- 
sionaries and of affording encouragement to the hostile feelings of the 
Koreans, he wrote :— 

“It is of no conseqnence for us to know the reasons which led the 
Koreans to commit this execrable offence; the deed isdone. . . « 
‘I have already given the moet precise instructions that the culpahle 
manderins, whose names I have been able to procure, shall be tried and 
executed as soon as they fail into our hands, As for the fate of the ci- 
devant King of Korea, it is now subject to the decision of the Emperor,. 
my august mester. 

““] ought, in closing, to bring to the notice of your Imperial Highness 
that military operations once commenced, as they now are, I cannot 
stop them before we have attained the end we have set for ourselves. 
Every attempt at conciliation will now be useless, unless ,the ci-itivant 
King of Korea surrenders at discretion, and implores the mercy of the 
Emperor, our august sovereign, trusting to his generosity. It is for 
your Imperial Highness to see if you can give this advice to the 
Korean Government.” 

The Chinese Foreign Office, greatly disturbed by the receipt of such 
bellicose communications, at length submitted them to the various. 
Enropean ‘representatives at Peking, as also to the United States 
Minister, by whose Government they were subsequently made public. 
It is only fair to the Government of the Emperor Napoleon to add that 
M. de Bellonet's language and procecdings were equally disapproved 
‘and were followed by his recall; but this correspondence was, neverthe=- 
lesa, dexteronsly employed in the following year by Mr. Burlingame, 
the then United States rv presentative at Peking, as one of the reason» 
for his own appointment (with an immense salary) as Chinese ambas- 
sador to the Western Powers. 


THE AMERICAN EXPEDITION. 

Meanwhile, by a singular coincidence, the same year which had wit- 
neesed the massacre of the missionaries had beer marked by more than 
one event tending to fix the attention of other Governments besides the 
French upon Koren. On several occasions, in previous years, European 
vessels had been wrecked on the Korean coast, and their crews had been,. 
if not hospitably, at least humanely treated, although placed under 
jealous restrictions so long as they remained on Korean soil. In June, 
1866, the American schooner Surprise was wrecked on an island near 
the north-western coast, and her crew, having reached the mainland in 
safety, «vere kept for twenty: four days ‘under guard ata fishing villagey. 
while instructions from the capital were awaited by the officials who 
took them in charge. During this time they were abundantly supplied 
with food and even with medicines for the sick; and they were finally 
sent under escort to the Chineee frontier, having every reason to be 
satisfied with their treatment until they arrived, after a tedious journey, 
upon Chinese territory, when starvation and harsh treatment took the 
place of the kindly entertuinment they had previously met with. Io 
August of the same vearthe British steamer Emperor was privately 
despatched on an experimental voyage to Korea by a mercantile firm 
in Shanghai, and this vessel ponctrated to within a short distance of the 
capital. No symptoms of hostility were betrayed by the Korean officials 
who visited her, but the determination arrived ut by the Rezent to 
permit no commercial intercourse with foreigners was firmly manifested, 
and a proporal on the part of the enterprising captain to ‘‘ make a 
treaty ” was politely negatived. No reterence was made during this- 
siait to the recent murder of the missionaries. Simultaneously with 
this undertaking, auother attempt to break through the barriers of 
Korean exclusiveness was being made iu another direction. On the 
very day that the Emperor steamed up the river Séoul, an American 
neboaner, the General Sherman, leit the Port of Chefoo, secretly bouad 
for Korea. Her voyage, destined to a melancholy ending and to give 
rise to imporiant results, was a venture on the purt of a British trader 
at Tienstin (who held al-o the appointment of Pnited States Consul at 
that port), and she was freighted with an assortment of merchandise 
specially selected with an eye to Korean requirements. Three United 
States citizens were on board the General Sherman, viz., her owner, 
Mr. Preston, with the master and rate, named respectiv ely Page and 
Wilson ; besidea whom she carried two British subjects—the supercargo, 
Mr. George Hogarth, and tho Rev. Mr. Thomas, a young missionary of 
great promixe as a linguist, who, already possessing « remarkable 
knowledge of the Chinese language, had acquired some acquaintance 
with the Korean, and had previously visited the islands ou the coast of 
Korea in a native junk. There was, in addition, a crew of some 
fifteen or twenty Mulays. Notwithstanding a full knowledge 
the individuals of this party had obtained, before leaving 
Chefoo, of the massacre of the French missivnaries, they did 
not hesitate to prosecute their voyage, and the vessel ascended the 
course of the P’ing-jaug siver fur a distance of four tides, Many 
weeks elapsed during which nothing was heard of her subsequent fate, 
until at leogth, on the arrival of the French exploring expedition in 
the river Séoul, a native convert whe made his way to Pére Ridel, in- 
formed the latter that a foreign vessel, which had lately entered the 
P’ing-jang, had been destroyed by fire ‘with all on board in obedience 
to orders from the Regent. This distressing intelligence was subse- 
quently confirmed by the Chinese pilut wio had navigated the vessel 
for some distance up the river, but who bad cautiously left her on dis- 
coveriug that danger was menaced.

Waen the ports of Formosa were opened by Treaty to 
British trade little or nothing was known about the resources 
of the island, and some time elapsed even after that event 
before any regular trade was developed. Itis true that there 
existed a considerable trade in camphor, but as the necessary 
operations were carried on principally through the agency of 
Chinese representatives of Hong Kong merchants, and as the 
mandarins failed to show any activity in protecting them or 
the foreigners concerned from lawlessness and fraud (fre- 
quently, it is to be feared, connived at by the mandarins 
themselves), there was little to induce merchants to extend 
their dealings. For years Formosa was cursed with the ex- 
istence of the camphor monopoly, entailing, as it did, long- 
continued bitterness between the mandarins, who in several 
instances benefited by the monopoly, and the suffering British 
merchants. Theexertions of the late Mr. Consul Grsson having 
at length, however, put an end to this breach of the Treaty, 
matters began at last to exhibit a bright face and trade to 
develop itself. British capital and pluck, too, aided in the 
increase of business, especially at the northern end of the 
island, to which we now more particularly refer. Whatever 
may have been the cause, we find that within the last four 
years the very ports at the shutting up of which, as a matter 
of economy, Sir Rurnerrorp ALcock hinted in 1869, have 
witnessed a wonderful development both in the import and 
export of various important articles of trade. To say nothing 
about camphor—the export of which will always be of im- 
portance,—the cultivation of tea, which six or seven years 
ago was little regarded in a business point of view, has year 
by year increased so much as to give employment to mul- 
titades uf Chinese, who are now so interested in the en- 
terprise of the British merchant that many indigo fields 
have this year been planted with the tea shrub. We believe 
that last year’s trade exhibited an increase of eleven or 
twelve-fold since the commencement of the rt seven 
yor ago, and we feel certain that this year’s Custom- 

ouse Returns will show a still greater difference. Ship- 
ments of coal, which abounds at Kelung, near Tamsuy, 
have also taken place to an important extent within 
the last four years; and a yearly increasing market 
ra easily be obtained were the Chinese Government 
induced to allow foreign appliances to raise the better 
coal from beneath the surface. Such as the export 
now is, it has lately given employment to a large 
number of veesels, Little as we know about the island of 
Formosa, it is a matter of notoriety that its interior is 
stocked with valuable wood, such as that of the camphor 
tree, and that its soil is eminently fitted for the production 
of tea, indigo, wheat, sugar, &c. Coal, it is also to be remem- 
bered, is dug up within sight of one of the open harbours, so 
that it can or ought to be most conveniently shipped. The 
resources of the island are, in fact, of such a nature that, 
even against deterring influences of various kinds and many 
@ downright act of opposition on the part of the native 
authorities, the originally small foreign trade has magnified 
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itself into one of vigour, and one which will, we venture to 
prophesy, continue to increase. Not only so, but we think 
that, with a better administration of justice by the Chinese 
officials, and the toleration of modern mechanical appliances, 
the ports of Formosa will send forth large quantities of such 
producta—new to foreign trade—as may be found in the 
interior. Wells of kerosene oil are known to exist there. 
The foreign business is at present almost entirely in the 
hands of British subjects ; and if the British Government 
has a desire to extend a trade which will be beneficial to its 
merchants, it cannot do better than regard with attention 
the island of Formosa. As the first step in its action, the 
Government should insist on better protection of British 
interests on the part of the Chinese authorities of the island, 
who are so far removed, according to Chinese ideas, from the 
mainland as to be, as is well known, practically free from the 
control or rebuke of their superiors, indifference to well- 
grounded complaints and grievances being the result. § 











THE COOLIE TRADE PROCLAMATION. 

To the several checks which the coolie trade at Macao has 
recently received the Governor of Kwang-tung has added yet 
one more. Of all the nationalities engaged in the so-called 
emigration of coolies, the Peruvians have gained an unenvia- 
ble notoriety for cruelty and illegal dealing. The cases of 
the Nouvelle Penelope and of the Maria Luz are too fresh in 
the memories of our readers to make it necessary for us to 
bring forward any more instances to substantiate this asser- 
tion, and we rejoice to find that the native provincial officials 
have at last determined to supplement the action of the 
Treaty Powers by putting their spoke in the wheel of the 
brokers e in the:Peruvian coolie trade. For years it 
has been known that a very efficient system of kidnapping 
has been in operation in the province of Kwang-tung. The 
cautious way in which the kidnappers have carried on their 
nefarious traffic, and the impossibility of gaining any in- 
formation from the victims after once they have been in- 
duced to enter the doors of the barracoons, always rendered 
it difficult to obtain any precise evidence against the 
dealers, and thus the catastrophes which have from 
time to time befallen the ships carrying their unhappy 
loads form almost the only direct proof against these robbers 
of men. Of course much might be done by vigilance on the 
part of the district mandarins to suppress the traffic; but 
the times are out of joint, and that efficiency which was—if 
history is to be believed—a marked characteristic of Chinese 
officials in bygone ages is rarely to be met with among the 
prefects and magistrates of modern China. It now no longer 
avails aught for the Viceroys and Governors to issue orders 
to their subordinates only, they must make the people act on 
their own defence, and thus in any emergency the inevitable 
proclamation appears calling on the public to assist the 
authorities to put an end to the particular evil in question. 
Such a manifesto has been issued by the Governor of Kwang- 
tung on the subject of the Peruvian coolie trade. In unqua- 
lified terms he condemns the traffic and calls on the people to 
help him to put an end to the detestable system of “ pig sell- 
ing.” We wish this effort on the part of the Governor every 
success, and if the people will only supplement the vigorous 
action lately taken by the Imperial gunboats in the Macao 
waters, by seizing every kidnapper they can catch, it is quite 
possible that the illegal traffic in coolies may soon be num- 
bered among the things of the past.

The announcement of the death of the active-minded veteran | of Government in the South ; and in his subsequent reports to 


who, although in his eightieth year, was, until within the last 
month or two, to be seen in almost every public gathering of men 
of science or political notabilities, carries us back in memory to 
the period when the foundations of our present political relations 
with China were laid, and when the colony of Hong Kong first 
began to indicate the promise of its present greatness and im- 
portance. When Dr. Howie, as the reward of an already long 
career as a political economist, statistician, and Parliamen 
debater, received in 1849 his nomination to the British Consul- 
ship [at Canton, the utmost that his friends and admirers ex- 
pected as the result of this appointment was the production of a 
voluminous and painstaking report on the trade with China, to 
be followed perhaps, in due time, by some equally elaborate work 
on the condition and resources of the Chinese Empire ; whilst 
from his antagonists and critics came an audible sneer th 
stern virtue of Bentham’s chosen disciple had not, after all, been 
proof against the temptation of a lucrative public office. What- 
ever may have been anticipated by Dr. Bowring’s friends and foes, 
the destiny that awaited him in China was neither of that pacific 
kind which seemed alone suited to the friend of Hume and 
Cobden, nor  sinecure favourable to the cultivation of literature 
and the pursuit of difficult studies. Scarcely arrived at Canton, 
Dr. Bowring discovered that the amiable and peace-loving 
Chinese, whose readiness to accept commercial intercourse with 
foreigners on a just footing, had lately been extolled by his party 
in the House of Commons, were in reality bent upon nothing less 
than undoing to the greatest possible extent the concessions ex- 
torted from them in 1842; and a sample of the prevailing tem- 
per was forced on his attention by the contemptuous refusal with 
which his proposition for an interview with the Governor-General 
Sen was at once met. Cooped up in the “Old Factory” to 
which the residences of all Europeans were confined, the British 
Consul (who was not devoid of an adequate sense of his own 
importance) was compelled for years to submit to a humiliating 
course of treatment which had, however, the good effect of coun- 
teracting in Dr. Bowring’s mind the lingering influences of his 
former views, and schooling him toa juster appreciation of the 
liar character of the Chinese. During the year 1853, Dr. 
wring Was ahpelised to discharge for a time the duties of Go- 
vernor of Hong Kong and Diplomatic Representative of Her Ma- 
jesty in China; and having revisited England, on being relieved 
from this post by the return of Sir George Bonham, he received 
the honour of knighthood. Appointed in the following year to 
fill the posts in which he had temporarilp acted, the new Gover- 
nor proceeded to the Colony with his family, and took the oaths 
of office on the 13th April, 1854. 

At this period Hong Kong, although in the thirteenth year of 
its existence as a colony, had barely begun to emerge from the 
difficulties which attended its foundation, before capital and popu- 
lation had become attracted to the spot, or steam had acquired its 
fulldevelopment asa promoterof commerce. Atthis time the Co- 
lonial revenue, chiefly derived from sales of land, amounted to no 
more than about £25,000 per annum, against an expenditure of 
upwards of £34,000, the Home Government being required to 
make up the deficiency by an annual grant, It was not until the 
fourth year of Sir John Bowring’s Governorship that revenue 
and expenditure balanced each other at an amount of some 
£63,000, since which date the Colonial Budget, vastly as 
its figures have become swollen, has been managed without 
assistance from the home Exchequer. Numerous subjects. of 
importance claimed from the outset the new Governor's atten- 
tion. Scarcely had he taken office when intelligence was received 
of the declaration of war against Russia by the Bowersigne of Great 
Britain and France ; and serious responsibilities devolved in con- 
sequence upon the civil and military authorities among whom Sir 
John Bowring now took a leading place. The T’aip’ing rebellion 
was at the same time at its height in China, and the pro- 
vince of Canton was desolated by an outbreak of ferocious 
brigandaye affiliated with the rebels under Hung Sin-tsiuan. A 
peculiarity of this re was the possession of strongly-armed 
squadrons of junks by the rebel party, and for some months the 
river approaches to Canton were blockaded by these piratical craft, 
which threatened at one time even an attack upon Hon, 
The intervention of H.M.’s ships was employed, under Sir John 
Bowring’s sanction, for the purpose of breaking up the rebel block- 
ade; and when the excitement arising from these events had died 
away,, the Governor and Plenipotentiary sought once more to 
obtain an interview with the Viceroy at Canton, the afterwards 
celebrated Yeh Mingshén, but met as before with a refusal of ad- 
mission within the city. The first step towards opening commu- 
nications with the Imperial councillors at Peking was now taken 
by Sir John Bowring, in concert with the United States Minister 
in China. Proceeding in vessels of war to the mouth of the 
Peiho, they requested and obtained the presence of the Com- 
missioners appointed to receive the communications they had 
addressed to the Chinese Government ; and at an interview held 
under the walls of the Taku Forts their interpreters, Mr. W. H. 
Medhurst ard Dr. S. Wells Williams, endeavoured, but fruitlessly, 
to persuade the Chinese mandarins, sent down from Peking, to 
| oma the removal of the grievances complained of at Canton.

Directing his attention now to the state of the colony, Sir John 
Bowring urged on the scheme for embanking the sea front of the 
town of Victoria, which ultimately took the shape of the i- 
ficent but costly and not yet completed granite sea-wall, to which 
the name of the Bowring faye has been given ; and under hig 
auspices much needful legislation in matters affecting the 
Chinese, who now n to flock to the colony in increasing 
numbers, was brought into operation. The subject of emigration 
to countries in South America and the Spanish Main at the same 
time rose into importance; and while on the one hand measures 
were taken to check the abuses of the Cuban and Peruvian 
coolie trade, the e of the ‘‘Chinese Passengers’ Act” 
Britis Parliament placed adequate powers 
in the hands of the Governor of Hong Kong for the regu- 
lation of emigration to British Colonies. In this and the fol- 
lowing year several important engagements took place between 
the ships of war on the Hong Kong station and thepiratical junks 
which at this time swarmed along the coast; and early in 1855 
Sir John Bowring succeeded, during a brief mission to Siam, in 
concluding the first treaty between Great Britain and that country. 
Little more than a year afterwards, the inevitable results of the 
arrogant policy pursued by the Chinese Government were realised 
in the outbreak of hostilities at Canton in consequence of the 
seizure of the crew of the lorcha Arrow. The experience of the 
preceding seven years had convinced the ci-devant advocate of 
peace principles and reduction of military and naval expenditure, 
that without a forcible assertion of her rights Great Britain muat 
submit to increasing obstacles in the way of trade with the Chinese, 
and the disciple of Bentham was not found deficient, in the hour 
of need, in activity and resolution when it became necessary 
to authorise and to support the prosecution of hostilities. The 
position of the Governor and Plenipotentiary became an anxious 
one in the following year, when Hong Kong lay under the ban of 
a Chinese official interdict, which stripped it of large numbers of 
its Chinese population, and converted many among the natives 
who remained into spies and auxiliaries of an unscrupulous enemy. 
On the 15th January, 1857, an attempt was made to poison the 
foreign residents of Hong Kong, by means of arsenic intrcduced 
into the bread which was distributed from the shop of the Chinese 
baker, Allum. Notwithstanding the fact that through the ex- 
cessive quantity of the poison this diabolical scheme failed to 
achieve its purpose, great suffering was entailed on many indi- 
viduals, and from the effect of the illness caused by eating some 
of the poisoned bread the first Lady Bowring’s death was even- 
tually caused. 

While occupied with the conduct of hostilities against the Chinese, 
the attention of Sir John was at the same time claimed by grave 
Gisgensions among the Colonial officials, and peace was not pro- 
moted by the appointment to the post of Attorney-General of Mr. 
Chisholm Anstey, a fiery and aspiring lawyer, from the ranks of 
the British Parliament. The closing years of Sir John Bowring’s 
administration were embittered by the discovery of scandals con- 
nected with a highly-favoured and important Colonial employé, 
who fell under suspicion of connivance with the misdeeds of a 
piratical association. We need do no more than refer to the 
occurrence of this once agitating subject of inquiry. 

Relieved of his functions as Governor of Hong Kong by Mr. 
—now Sir Hercules-Robinson—Sir Jobn Bowring bade farewell to 
Hong Kong in May, 1859, and set out on the return voyage, 
during which he met with shipwreck in the Red Sea. During the 
twelve years that have elapsed since his retirement from the pub- 
lic service Sir John has continued to display an unfailing interest 
in matters relating to China, but the record of his official career, 
and the elaborate work upon Chinese affairs in general which 
might have been expected as the production of his years of leisure, 
have not, so far as we are aware, proceeded from his pen. We 
should fail to do justice to Sir John Bowring it we omitted to bear 
testimony to the interest he took in laying the foundations of the 
existing Consular Service in China, which owes to his foresight 
and his representations some of its most useful features, and which 
found in him, as chief, an unfailing consideration and regard for 
justice. 


THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 

On Monday last the Japanese Ambassadors visited Reading 
and received an address from the Mayor and Corporation. They 
arrived by train from London, and were met on the platform by 
the Mayor (Mr. H. B. Blandy), the Recorder, and the members of 
the Corporation. Besides the Chief Ambassador there were two 
associates—Okubo and Yamagutsi—with three secretaries ; and 
the party was accompanied by Major-General Alexander and Mr. 
Aston. Burgesses who had looked for flowing robes and rich em- 
broidery were altogether disappointed at seeing the Envoys in 
the rigid coats, hats, and other humdrum eé ceteras worn by Kuro- 
pean gentlemen. It rained incessantly, and the visitors drove 
from the railway station through the mud amid acclamations 
which might have been louder if the townsfolk had not needed all 
their energy to hold their umbrellas against wind and wet. The 
address of the Corporation spoke of the “high and laudable 
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object” with which the Envoys had left their distant ‘home ‘to 
inquire into the means of civilisation and enlightenment pos- 
sessetl by other nations ; expressed sympathy with the desire of 
the Mikado for the full development of the resourees and strength 
of Japan ; and, while thanking the Ambassadors for the honour 
Hone to Reading. ventured a hope that the industrial processes to 
be witnessed there might give hem pleasant and useful reeollec- 
tions on their return to their native land. To this addross the 
Iwakura responded in Japanese, and read the following ‘transla- 
fion :— 

Our Sovereign, his Majesty the Emperor of Japan, has ‘tntrusted a8 
with the important and agreeable mission of visiting and inquiring into 
the various institutions and manufactures belonging to the more -ad- 
vanced nations of the world. Our mission has everywhere ‘met ‘with 
the preatest sympathy: and the deep interest universally ‘shown in all 
that concerns the welfare of Japan—of which your cordial and valu- 
able assistance eo kindly offered this day is but another proof—has not 
‘only compensanted ug for ovr lorg absence from our native land, but en- 
fbled us to obtain a rich store of information, which we trust we ehall 
-be able on our return to make a profitable use of, in the future develop- 
tment of our empire. On behalf of our Sovereign and his subjects we 
take this opportunity to express our most hearty thanks for the kind 
Manner in which you have invited us to your ancient borough. 
We shall take great pleasure in becoming acquainted with the objects of 
interest it may afford, and can assure you that his Majesty, on hearing 
our report, will feel no less gratification than ourselves at the cordial 
welcome you have given to us as his Ambassadors. 

This ceremony being concluded, the Ambassadors proceeded to 
the biscuit factory of Messrs. Huntley and Palmer, where two 
members of the firm showed them the whole process of biscuit- 
making. Having spent two hours in the biscuit factory, the 
Ambassadors next drove to see another Reading speciality. 
Messrs. Sutton’s warehouse, in which there was a show of roots, 
produced from the seeds sold by these well-known seedsmen, This 
warehouse is nearly 400 feet long and 40 feet wide. The Ambas- 
sadors were astonished at the proportions reached by some of our 
tubers in a soil which, in their short experience of our climate, 
has seemed so unblessed by sunshine. Mr. Sutton pointed out 
some of the champion swedes, of which twenty-five weighed 384 
Ibs. There were also drumhead cabbages weighing 60lb. each. 
Red mangolds, grown by the Marquis of Ailesbury, weighing 489 
Ib., or an average of more than 40Ib. a piece, and mammoth 
mangolds with yellow flesh, rich in saccharine matter. The 
Chief Ambassador expressed a desire to enrich the national agri- 
culture with some of these roots, as well as with the champion 
swedes, which would vary the cultivation of the white-fleshed 
Onno already grown in Japan. The Ambassadors were shown a 
model of the trophy to be exhibited by the Messrs. Sutton at 
Vienna, showing the sorts of roots, corn, and seeds grown in 
England, and were taken through the range of warehouses count- 
ing houses, lecture and reading-rooms belonging to the firm. 

The Ambassadors were afterwards entertained at luncheon at 
the Town hall by the Mayor. Among the guests were Mr. Shaw 
Lefevre, MP, Colonel Blandy, Sir Peter Spokes, Rev. C. H. Tra- 
vers, Mr. G. Palmer, Mr. W. J. Palmer, the Town Clerk, Mr. Sut- 
ton, and the members of the Corporation. The Mayor presided, 
and proposed the toasts, among them of course “‘ The Health of 
the Ambassadors.” The Mayor spoke of the wall of exclusiveness 
formerly raised by the Japanese, the complete ‘revolution which 
had been effected among them, and the hearty desire of this 
country to respond to the overtures made by the Mikado. The 
Chief Envoy, in reply, thanked the Mayor for his generous hospi- 
tality, thanked all present for their warm welcome, expressed the 
interest which he and his colleagues felt in what they had seen 
during the day, hoped they would be able to ‘profit by what they 
had seen, and declared an earnest wish for an increased and in- 
creasing intercourse between the two nations. The Ambassador 
concluded by proposing the health of the Mayor, who responded. 
The toast cf the “Town and Trade of Reading,” proposed by 
‘Mr. Shaw Lefevre, brought the proceedings to a termination. 


THE SCOTCH POLICE AT HONG KONG. 

Tt will be in the remembrance of our readers that a draft. of 
Booteh policemen was despatched to Hong Kong about the end 
of last year, under the superintendence of Inspector Gray, of the 
Hong Kong Police. They were forty-five in number, and selected 
by Mr. Stuart, the Procurator Fiscal of Edinburgh, from the police 
forces in that city and county, the town of Leith, county of Fife, 
and ccunty of Roxburgh—-a fine stalwart body of unmarried men, 
ail under thirty years of age, strong, healthy, and with first olass 
Characters. The terms of engagement were a-bounty of £15 each, 
‘econd-class fares on their voyage to the colony, with pay to com- 
meuce from the -date of embarking at Liverpool,.at the rate of 
@480 perannum. ‘The men are bound to-serve five years, at. the 
end of which time they will be eatitlel to a free.passage home, or 
ifithey re-engage for an:additional five years shey avill be entitled 
tua pension at the mteof one-fourth their psy at theend of two years’ 
service. The men took their departure in pwodetachments, of whiah 
thovecord, comprising twenty five,sailed in the Glaucus, with In- 
i anebagetind on board. In due time they arrived.safely at Ilong 
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Much interest was entertained in Edinburgh regarding 
this experiment to keep the peace among the “ heathen Chinee,” 
by the vigorous arms of “ muscular Christianity” selected from 
thowigid ranks of Presbyterianiem. Accordingly, camsiderable dis-

This letter, which was published in the Edinburgh Daily Review, 
reached the :colony, and appears to have -sumprised the Scoteh 
constabulary and the authorities at the erroneous and overeha 
statements it contains. Numerous letters ‘have been receiver Ey 
the ‘editor.of that journal, contradicting these statements, one 
which, dated 26th September, is inserted in a reeent issue, which 
will be found below. We have much -satisfaction in giving ‘it 
insertion, as.it exonerates Inspector Gray and his colleagues of any 
breach of agreement with the men under their change. “More- 
over, as there is a raport of a.second draft being engaged, it wil 
clear away ‘any impressions among fresh applicants for-the service 
against joining it. The following extract is from the letter 
referred to :— 

‘*T was much suprised to ase .in the Daily Review an extract 
froma letter written-by ane of the last batch, who left Edinbuggh in 
December last. As I .am-ene of the twenty-five who left on 22n4 
December, I know all that transpired -duriag our voyage on board the 
s.8, Glaucus, and-sinee our arrival also. I cannot conceive how my 
fellow-constable could forget all that really took place when he wrote tite 
erroneons letter in question; but as the errors are too numerous to7o 
over, I will corifine mysolf to refcrring to one or two. He stated thet 
the rations which we vot on the-voyage were'very bad. Sach was-not 
the case. Yet I admit they were not the best; bat there is a-vast differ 
ance between the two extremes, and any person endowed with comsioa 
sense could not reasonably expect to get the same satisfaction on een ab 
he would on land, especially when-food could .not'be properly. cooked, 
owing to the-roughness of the sea. What surprises me most is, that my 
friend should forget his indebtedness to Inspector Gray:so.far as. he has 
apparently dene. He states that when we complained to tho inspector 
he only retummed us a saucy.answer. I can assure you that is utterly 
untrue. The reverse is the case, and it can be substantiuted, T thiok, 
by every one, except the writer. Mr. Gray was very civil and obliging 
to all the men. The only complaint made to him was about the attend- 
ance we got, and that was at once remedied by him. The cause was, 
that the steward got accidentally hurt, and on the inspector heating 
that we had not proper attendance he got the captain to pay-a regular 
wage'to a man’to wait on us. Again, my friend says there is not onedf 
us ‘who would not be glad ‘to ‘return home if he.got the chance. That 
is‘also'untree. ‘I ‘don’t ‘believe there are five out of the whote forty«feb 
who would accept:the offer of being sent home free. Our captain isa 
thorough gentleman, and wishes to make us as comfortable as. cireum- 
stances will permit. In short. my.friend has grossly misrepresented,our 
true; position. “N.MY 


JAPAN BY .A FRENCH MERCHANT. 

A French merchant, residing in Japan, has recently written to 
the afoniteur, declaring that the accounts of the country ‘are 
highly deceptive. and give a picture of a Japan that only exists 
in the imagination of the writers. The Monzteur very properly 
prints ‘the letter in question, “with all reserve.” ‘The writer 
says that he has resided ten years in Japan, that he loves the 
country like .a second father land, and awill inot.be suspected af 
injustice towards it. In justiee, however, to Frauce,he saya, he 
cannot allow misrepresentations to remain without .contradietion, 
especially.as they are all the more dangerous from the fact .of 
their being founded on some real-fact. Japan he declares tosbe 
® delicious country, the Japanese gay, gentle, and ,polite, the 
raerchasts, manufacturers, and bankers intelligent-and perfecsly 
accustomed to the execution of :large commercial transactions; 
but, all these advantages fall before the:wantof imtelligenceiand 
imperfect action of the functionaries. The Japanese official is 
deseribed:as not'doing harm knowingly, but'as.. “iyoung spend- 
thrift who ruins his family.” For some time,:he says, these young 
gentlemen have oaet off all restraint ; at the time of the:urepean 
intrusion they were kept down by authority, :always great.in 
Oriental nations, -bué now the bonds are all-breken by the child- 
less! love of everything foreign which can newer replace what bas 
been lost. The Japanese is described as essentially imitatine, 
but having leatnt.a little, he immediately fancies he knows every- 
thing. Science and philosophy do not exist in Japan, the.Jan- 
guage ‘in faet ecarcély permits their tlevelopment. A -graat 
savant is a.man who can read and write a large number of cha 
racters only. .4.man who can read sand write everything jis 
phenomenon. ‘With respect to science the Japanese merely:catch 
the.superticial forms, they never penetrate the depths; they are 
very poetical.and have muchaentiment ; still, they are very posi- 
tive, very meterial ; looking at them from: this point ef view, says 
the ‘merchant, we .find the key to all that is passing there at 
present. 

Speaking of tho : patriotism-whieh allowed.the Mikado to.cen- 
tralise in :his: own person all the:powers that had been exercised 
by eighteen great families, -he says :—But.all these patriotic. erig- 
neurs were cribbed swith debt ; the Government ‘has absorbed 
them by taking their debts to its own aecount, and it would. seem 
by the course it is pursuing tobe looking out for a foreign 
liquidator; this liquidator will probably .be an association of 
which the mesabers will be Russia, England ;asd.America. The 
central govermnent ‘whieh is thus charged ‘avith all she debts has 
all the world for creditors.and pays for ite enormous floating debt 
up to-4/per cent. perumonth interest. You will.sce that thecend 
of ali thiaanst.beauin and.the: intervesitéon of the fornign-Jiqui- 
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dator. When the Goverment i 
money, which has not even the value of our assignats, for it repre- 
sents nothing. We take this money at a discount and pay it 
back to the Gevernment at par, a very agreeable operation for us 
no doubt, but I should prefer serious business which promised no 
future danger. Japan has a regular loan im the European mar- 
ket ; but it is also in debt toall the European bankers and merchants 
with whom it is in relation, and to all the native bankers and 
merchants it owes the enormous amount of its kinsats/ In short, 
its affairs are much embarrassed, and instead of taking those 
measures which at present might prevent bankruptcy, it dreams 
of nothing but unprodactive fancies and works which deceive 
no one here, such for instance as those famous railways which 
from the commencement were nothing but loan machines. More- 
over, between ourselves, these famous railways were the condition 
imposed by Mr. Lay for the public loan. 

From whatever side you regard the Japanese Government you 
find the same masquerading mingled with the European civilisa- 
tion movement, and beneath the same thoughtless puerility. A 

nd seigneur, a relation of the Mikado’s, desires to study for 
imself all the benefits of European civilisation ; he is an ambas— 
sador, a minister plenipotentiary, and calls himself Iwakura, that 
is to say, Mr. Storrewarehouse. He praises the benefits of civili- 
sation, but he is the persecutor of Christian Japanese ; it is true 
that he takes care tbe martyrdom is executed in secret, and that 
the voices of the sufferers are silenced, that Europe may hear no- 
thing. Everybody who travels abroad has a mission, all the mi- 
nisters are now on their travels, but little inconvenience is caused 
thereby, for Japan has been.governed for ages by third-class 
officials. 

In conclusion, Japan is not becoming civilised, but is reviving 

_ herself. The finances are in a ruinous condition ; she owes, to my 
knowledge, a milliard (forty millions sterling), and I do not know 
all. Her acts and tendencies have but one object, luxury and 
excessive love of European forms. This dark sketch concludes 
with the following sinister prophecy—“ But when the governing 
class is ruined, the country will sze a grand future open before it 
from its natural resources, and the practical sense of the class 
who really work.” 





SUEZ CANAL DUES, 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 
Srr,—I think you are a little too extreme in your views re- 
ing the increase in the Canal dues, as lately made by Mons. 
eps. Speaking as a shipowner of mauy years’ stauding, I 
can safely say that when asked “What is the capacity of a 
ship?’ the answer invariably would be the estimated amount 
such ship would carry in dead weight or measurement. Now it 
is well known that almost every steamer passing the Suez Canal 
carries about a tonnage and half of dead weight, i.e, about 
her registered gross tonnage, or double her net registered ton- 
mage of tea, or cotton. Where then is the hardship? Sail- 
ing ships have no deductions made for sails, provisiona, or coals, 
and pay dues on the full registered tonnage. Why, then, should 
not steamers, on board of which it is well known that in many 
cases after the coals in the bunkers are consumed, cargo between 
intermediate ports ia frequently carried ? After all, Sir, may it 
net be said that the shipowner does not pay the dues, but that 
they and all such charges are part of the freight paid by the 
consumers of the goods carried, and on their shoulders the burden 
rests. Such was the reply of Chancellor of the Exchequer to the 
deputation of shipowners the other day, when they asked that 
the Light Dues should be paid out of the Consolidated Fund in- 
stead of for:.ing a direct charge on shipping as at present. I 
cannot but think that the outcry against M. Lesseps and the 
proprietors of the Canal is unfair and unjust ; they have a right to 
expecta rcturn upon the outlay they have incurred, and if they 
think they can get it hy charging onthe tonneau de capacite, I 
maintain they are quite justified in doing so.—I am, &c,_—-

NAVAL INVALIDS FROM CHINA AND JAPAN. 

Tn our last impression we gave an article on the Health of the China 
Fleets, compiled from the official report just published. From the 
same source we give some additional facts relative to patients in the - 
hospitals of England who have been invalided from the China station. 
Dr. Donnet, of Haslar flospital, stutes that the majority of the cases 
of diarrhoea and dysentery admitted to the institution during the year 
were of a chronic form, and the patients had been exposed to the ma- 
larious influences of the coast of China. Many had returned to Eng- 
land,and had been benefited by the change ; but on the commission 
of any irregularity a relapse occurred, which obliged them to take 
refuge in the hospital. Thongh the constitations of the patients had 
suffered much from the effects of these enervating diseases, only one 
was invalided. Staff Surgeon A. Irwin, of the Naval Hospital, Ply- 
mouth, in his report on the cases of neuralgia, states that one was that 
of an invalid from China, on which station he had suffered very much 
from the complaint, bnt had well nigh recovered on the passage home. 
Of the cases of organic disease of the heart, two were from China. 
The two cages of dysentery were also from that station (one had been 
contracted in Japan); and in four cages of diarrhoes ont of thirty- 
seven, the disease had its origin there. Dr. Domville, C.B., of Mel- 
ville Hospital, Chatham, reports among the twenty-one cases of ept= 
lepsy, four were from China, one patient having been invalided three 
months previously for debility, supervening on constant attacks of 
intermittent fever and diarrhoea, and the other three having reccived 
injuries to the head two years previously. The one care of gastritis, 
that of an able seaman twenty-cight years of age, was from 
China. Of the six cases of dysentery two were from that sta- 
tion; and of the sixteen cases of diarrbwa, one. A case of 
lapus —that of an officer who had been invalided from China 
—is also reported. He was admitted with ulceration of a lupoid 
nature of the upper lip and nostrils, but was finally discharged 
Of the five cases of 
disease of the car, one was due to facial paralysis, forwhich the patient 
was invalided from the China station. Assistant-surgeon R. Nelson, 
of the Royul Marine Artillery Division at Eastney Barracks and Fort 
Cumberland, Portsmouth, says that most of the cases of secondary 
syphilis in that corps are men with broken down constitutions, whore 
systems are saturated with the poison. The China station furnished 
them with many such cases, contracted for the most part in Japanese 
ports. Of the cases of rheumatism, the Mediterranean and China 
stations supplied the greatest numbers. Staff-surgeon F. Harvey, of 
the Marine Light Infantry division at Torton, near Gosport, records 
one case of scrofula, and one of disease of the heart invalided from the 
Pearl, and one of vertigo from the Rinaldo.

Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR WN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampore, Nov. 26, 

Fully confirming the contents of my last letter, in which I gave your 
readers the text of the new law for the conversion of the Hamburg Bank 
Valuta, I have merely to add, in reporting progress to-day, that the law 
was promulgated in the official part of the Hamburg Corr dentet 
the 14th inst., and on the following day the ** Regulations” of the Ad- 
ministration of the Bank, about which it is only needful to observe that 
money may be brought tn to an unlimited extent either in bags contain 
Ing 450 gold pieces of twenty marks, or 900 of ten marks, or of 508 
silver thalers; but that the minimum amount that may be withdsawa 
at one time is fixed at 9,000 marks of the new currency. 

Last. week a meeting of the Commission Houses in this city was held 
at the Exchange Rooms, to take into consideration what steps should 
be taken for an uniformity of usances in consequence of the impending 
alteration in the money of accounts, Herr noyemann, the ind fatigable 
President of the Chamber of Commerce, in the chair. In his opening 
address the chairman divided the business of the mecting into the fol- 
lowing four heads, and pointed out the expediency of obtaining unani- 
mity if possible, in order to show their foreign connections a closely 
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eerried phalanx :—1. The quickest possible way of effecting the transi- 
tioa ; 2. If it be desiable, to take this opportunity of revising their 
scale of conqnission charges, and other usances of the trade; 3. What 
stand the Han?burg'merchants should take towards the foreign trade, with 
t to the alteration of the currency, in calculating outstanding 
ims and remittances; and 4. In what form they had best notify to 
their correspondents the resolutions to be passed at the meeting. After 
a prolonged discussion the following resolations were passed by an over- 
whelming majority: Ad.1. It was agreed todo business on the Hamburg 
Exchange on and after the lst of January next exclusively in the new 
Imperial marke and pfennigr, and to make up all invoices and account 
sales‘in the eame currency. Ad. 2. Every merchant to regulate the 
amount of his commi-sion for purchases and sales accurding to his own 
discretion. An alteration of the general usances was declined, 
but on the other hand, in consequence of the great increase in 
wages, it was considered advisable to angment inja corresponding 
Gegree the scale of petty charges which have remained stationary for 
more than a whole generation, and it was therefore agreed to charge 
40 pfennigs per bag or package on goods sent off by railway, and 50 pf. 
per ditto if shipped in steamers or sailing vessels, Ad. 3. It was unani- 
mously resolved to make up and close ull accounts current at the end of 
the year in marks and schillings banco as hitherto, and then transfer 
and bring forward the balances in the new currency of the country at 
the fixed rate of 150 marks gold for 100 marks banco, and credit the 
accounts for remittances in banco until the 15th February (close of the 
silver accoun'sat the bank) at the saine rate ; but on the other hand to 
ealeulate 1 mittances in thalers and foreign valuta at the exchange of 
the day into banco, and then book the amount in imperial marks. dd. 
4. A committee was appointed—consisting of the firms who had con- 
vened the meeting—to draw up the above resolutions in the shepe of a 
joint circular, for each house to send to his friends abroad. 

As the Freuch Government has given notice of its intention not to 
draw any more bills on Hamburg in marks banco, but in gold currency, 
should it be advisable to make use of this money market in any future 
financial arrangements, there is no longer any reason for the great ac- 
camulation of silver bars in the Bank cellars, and the owners are begin- 
ping to debarrass tllemselves of what is now no Jonger money but mer- 
chandise. Fortunately a fresh outlet has been found to get rid ofa 
large quantity of these bars; for the French Government find it 
profitable to coin them into five-franc pieces, as they have the option of 
paying the remainder of the war indemnity either in gold or silver, and 
thus during the last ten days silver bars of the value of nearly thirty 
millions of marks banco have been sent off by railway to Paris for that 
purpose, relieving the HamburgjExchange of about forty mililons marks 
banco, which, with the facility of its passing through eight or ten differ- 
ent hands in one day, is quite sufficient for the requirementsof com- 
merce under ordinary and normal circumstances. 

Another piece of good news that I am able to communicate to-day is, 
that there is well-founded and substantial reason to believe that that the 
definitive law for the introduction of the new currency will be passed in 
the approaching session of the German Parliament. The financial 
committee of the Federal Council have reported progress, and with the 
eonsent and approbation of the last-named branch of the Legislature 
are bow engaged in drawing up the text of the Bill to be brought in ; 
and indeed it is high time that the affair should be definitively brought 
to a close ; for not only is the large quantity of gold already coined— 
now more than twenty millions sterling—but an equally great, and 
probably still greater amount still uncoined and waiting to be minted, 
is lying iv an unproductive state locked up, with an enormous logs of 
interest, as no orders have been given for putting it in circulation, and 
as thalers are no longer allowed to be coined, money is getting very 
scarce, and the only alternative is an inundaticn of dirty, greasy and 
most offen-ively smelling paper dollars, issued in some cases by banks 
of questionable security, which strongly remind me of the one pound 
notes of the country banks we bad formerly in circulation in England. 
Asfor small change it is so rare that the shopkeepers are put to 
their wits’ end to satisfy their customers who put down their thaler 
and require change, which, however, can only be effected by their 
taking postage stamps or a slip of paper bearing the name of the 
eeller. The course is most naturally preferred by the shopkeepers, as 
it not only gives them the chance of these “ notes,” though perhaps only 
purporting to be for a halfpenny or a farthing, being lost and thus 
rendered irredeemable, but secures them further profit by fresh pur- 
chases, as nobody else will take them. 

Baron von Rehfues, the German Envoy in China, who has been for 
some months in Europe on leave of ubsence, has now returued to his 
post with full instructions from Prince Bismark, so that we may soon 
expect to hear of negotiations being opened for the revision and renewal 
of the Treaty of Commerco with China. 

The King of Siam has sent as a present to the former Lieutenant 
Schulze a magnificent cigar case of solid gold ornamented with the 
Siamese Roya) coat-of-arms in enamel, as a token of his satisfaction at 
receiving a handsomely bound copy of his work entitled the ‘‘ Chronicle 
of all the Orders of Knighthood.” The present was brought over by 
the German Consul at Bangkok, Herr Lessler, who recently arrived in 
this country on furlough, and it is now being exhibited in the Royal 
Arsenal at Berlin. 

A remerkable rise in the value of the shares of the Hamburg (and 
China) Steam Company has to be recorded. The original shares are 
now quoted at 122, or 22 per cent. premium, and the new issue, which, 
however, only participate in the profits of 1873, readily command 107, 
or 7 per cent. premium.

OOMMERCIAL. 


The Produce markets are still in a very unsettled state, principally in 
consequence of the impending alteration in the currency; but a mode- 
Fate amount of business was done in Teas for local consumption as well 
as for the supply of the interior. Among the sales by importers were 
80/4 chests of Pekoe, and 309/8, and 184/16 chests of Congou at former 
quotations. Rice of ull descriptions veglected ; afew small sales for 
consomption reported in cleaned grain, but nothing done in rough. Of 
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Cassia Lignea the 12000 chests to hand, per Corona from Hong Kong, 
have been warehoueed, and are not to be thrown on the market at pre- 
sent ; prices remain at 10 to 10/} sch. beo, No transactions in Pepper, 
which is firmly held. Of Oil of Cussia 20 chests have been disposed of 
at a slight decline, after which the market became firmer. The only 
sale of Spelter reported was 1,000 centners of Silesiao, ordinary marks 
and qualities, at 15 8/8 marks banco per centner for shipment. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotTrEeRDAM, Nov. 27, 


My political news by this opportunity is very scanty. The Second 
Chamber is still involved in the Budget debate, and nothwithstanding 
much more progress hasbeen made than in former years, the discussions, 
especially those upon the chapter of home affairs, last long. There is, 
of course, no question of any political battle ; it is a surt of business de- 
bate, which presents few or no featurcs of interest. The Minister of 
Justice, when his Budget was debated, revealed a very lengthy pro- 
gramme, showing that he intends to evince great activity in regard to 
legislation. The question, however, is whether much, if any, of his 
intentions will be realised? For several years we bave been accustomed 
to endeavours made with the object of improving our legislative system 
by talented men who have stood at the head of this department, but all 
have proved abortive. WLen the members dealt with the Home Budget 
the question was again brvught rorward, if it would not be desirable to 
establish separate departments for education and commerce. The 
Chamber has made more haste than in former years, which may be 
ascribed to a desire to deal as soon as possible with the Reform Bill— 
the main question of this session. 

The Bourse has remained in the same cundition as it has been for 
some time pest, dull, and prices, though showing very little alteration, 
are generally flat. The fresh political complications in France create 
anxiety, and now that the state of the money market is so sensitive, the 
position of affairs is not favourable. There is a good demund for dis- 
count ut the bank, and the last weekly account was again unfavourable, 
but the rate of discount was not altered. The Rotterdam Bank—whose 
shares are now quoted at 1123—has called a meeting of shareholders, 
to be held here on the 2nd of December, with the object of altering the 
statutes. These alterations will be published in a few days. The news 
from Amsterdam continues unsatisfactory; more houses have stopped 
payment, heavy losses being caused by speculations in cotton and petro- 
leum. No public failures, however ,have occurred. 

Another regular steam-line, between Hollaud and Java (via the Sues 
Canal), will be established in competition with the Company Nederland. 
According to an advertisement of a firm of shipbrokers, Messrs. Ruys 
and Co., a regular service will be opened in the month of January or 
February, with four first-class English steamers, viz., the Devon, 2,100 
tons ; the Kingston, 1,900 tons; the Harrington, 1,750 tons; and the 
rene, 1,650 tons, Kvery six weeks a steamer will leave here for 

ava. : 

An interesting Jaw suit has been decided by the district-court at Am- 
sterdam ; viz., that of the Trading Company. the owners of the East In- 
diaman Djawa. This vessel was chartered to convey a cargo of Govern- 
ment produce to Holland. When starting from Java the vessel became 
so leaky that it was necessary to put into Batavia, where the ship was 
examined. A great part of the cargo, which is damaged, will have to 
be sold, which will entaila loss of f.120,000. After being repaired, 
the Djawa continued the voyage, and has delivered the rest of the cargo. 
The Trading Company asked for indemnification, because the damage 
was due to neglect, while the shipowners maintained that the examina- 
tion had proved that the vessel was damaged by running on a bank. 
This assertion, however, was not accepted by the Court, who condemned 
the owners to pay the sum above stated. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 


A material improvement took place in Coffee at the Trading Company’s 
public sale, held last Wednesday, which went off with spirit at advanced 
rates, in consequence of large speculative purchases, which caused the 
quantity brought forward scarcely to suffice for the demand. Conse- 
quently the article has since remained in good request, and prices have 
further advanced. Sugar remains very firm, and the quantity put up 
to-day at public auction for account of the Trading Company has also 
found reudy buyers at higher prices. The Indigo sales held last week 
went off at reduced rates. Tin has undergone a material decline. The 
business done in this us well as in other articles has been upon a 
limited scale. 

Correr.—The Trading Company closed the series of their public 
sales of coffee for this year by offering at public auction at Amsterdam 
on the 20th inst. about 84,400 bags Java and Padang, which met eager 
buyers at higher prices than bad been anticipated, consequent upon a 
large portion of the quantity put up having been secured by speculators 
whose competition caused prices to range jc. to 3c. in excess of the 
valuations. A brisk demand has continued to prevail since, and a fair 
business has been doing in shipments of private importation at full 
prices, in the proportion of the late advance, whilst for some numbers 
of the late public sale a further advauce of 3c. to 1}c. has been paid. 
Good ordinary Java sold successively at 47¢., 474c., 48c. and 48\c., 
whilst holders have become more and more reserved, aud some of them 
keep backward altogether. The Trading Company’s monthly public 
sales are not to be resumed until February next. 

Suear has continued to exhibit a firm appearance. The scanty 
supply for sale has checked business, and attention bas been mainly 
engrossed by the approuching public sale. The Trading Company's 
sale of 13,357 baskets went off as follows: No. 12 f.36, No. 13 £.36}, 
No. 16 £36, No. 18 1.864, No. 19 £364, No. 20 £364. According to 
these prices the value of the Dutch standard has been fixed by the 
brokers as follows, to which J add, for the sake of comparison, the cur- 
rency established at the Jate March, May, July, and September sales. 
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TEA without avy activity, in the face of the public sales of China and 
Java to be held at Amsterdam to-morrow. 

ToBacco.—Several parcels of sundry headmarks will be offered in 
the next few days by private tender. 

MANILA SxGARS.—About 400/m Cheroots 28 Cortados 1872 had 
been advertised for sale by public auction on the 20th inst., of which 
100 mille were previously disposed of by private treaty, whilst of the 
remaining 300 mille only 20 mille passed the hammer ut f.45 in bond, 
and the balance has partly been bought in at this price and partly with- 
drawn. 


Spices.—The demand for the different articles under this head re- 
mains dormant. : 

RIcE enjoys bat little demand, and prices are barely supported. 

Ratrans keep firm, without anything doing. 

Tin.—A quiet tone continues to prevail for this article, and prices 
have further receded. Banca has sold for present delivery at f. 893, 
f. 884, f. 86, and f. 86}, and for delivery ex the coming spring sale of 
1873 at f. 85 and f. 84}, 


H1p£s.—No transactions have taken place since my last. Sales are 
to be held to-day. 

Java INDIGO.—The pablic sales held here and at Amsterdam last 
week, went off pretty currently at reduced rates. Compared with the 
valuations, based on the currency of October 1870, the decline now 
established reaches to 80c. to 110c. for very ordinary and hard sorts, 
60c. to 80c. for ordinary mediam sorts, 50c. to 60c. fur good and fine 
medium sorts, 25c. to 40c. for superior and very soft sorts. Out of the 
513 cases put up at public auction at Amsterdam, 458 cases passed the 
hammer, and 55 cases were bought in and withdrawn. Prices ranged 
much in the same proportion as those paid here, only the very ordinary 
descriptions having in some instances been sold at a further decline of 
20c.

Another Steam Company has been formed in connection with 
China. The title is registered as the New York, London, and 
China Steamship Company (Limited). Capital £300,000, in £25 
shares. The directors are Messrs. Augustin Heard, Captain Low- 
ther, R.N., E. M. de Bussche, J. N. L. Griswold. New York, 
Jobn Heard, Boston. The Agents in China will be Mesars. Augus- 
tin Heard and Co. ; and in London, Messrs. Fearon and Co. 

The dividend to be recommended at the annual meeting of the 
P. and O. Company on the 6th inst. will be 3 per cent. for the six 
months ending Sept. 30, with a bonus of 1 per cent. from the un- 
derwriting account, making, with 3 per cent. dividend paid in 
June, a total of 7 per cent. for the year. The report of the Di- 
rectors will be found in another column. 

An extraordinary meeting of the proprietors of the National 
Bank of India (Limited) is called for the 10th inst., to confirm 
the special resolution passed on the 19th ult. altering some of the 
regulations of the undertaking. 

At the second meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Bowles 
Brothers and Oo., a long report was read from the committee ap- 
pointed on the 16th ult. The statement of affairs of the London 
house, as extracted from the books, discloses, in the opinion of 
the committee, very disastrous prospects for the creditors. The 
estimated liabilities amount to £83,000, and include securities 
belonging to customers, deposited for safe custody only, of the com. 
puted value of about £14,000, which have been pledged with 
the bankers of the London house against loans. The sum of 
£83,000 is exclusive of the liability of the firm in respect of shares 
injthe Joint National Agency Company, which the committed are 
informed represents about £95,000, being 19s. per share, the 
amount not paid up on 100,000 shares. On the other hand, the 
only assets which can be reckoned upon as realisable, consist o 
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the cash and bills receivable on hand, and debtors on current 
accounts, estimated to realise about £3,500. In addition there 
are debtor balances appearing in the books to the extent of 
£38,000, but very little is expected to be realised. It was re- 
solved to place the estate in bankruptcy. Mr. Robert Bowles 
has been again brought up at the Mansion House Police-court, 
and has been further remanded untll Wednesday next. 

Messrs. Mosses and Mitchell, the London agents of the Sues 
Canal Company, have issued the following notice, which savours 
strongly of “letting down easy” the English shipowners :— 

Notwithstanding the recent decision of the Tribnnal of Commerce at 
Paris in favour of the Messageries Maritimes Company, we beg to in- 
form the Government and steam-shipowners that the Suez Canal Com- 
pany intend abiding by the terms of their act of concession, which gives 
them theright, as is shown by official documents published at that period, 
of levying a tax of ten franca per gross ton measurement. By adopting 
the English mode of measurement, and applying it to every ship passing 
through the Canal, they establish a uniform treatment for all flugs, and 
thereby secure to the British shipowner immunity from those unfair 


advantages that steamers of other countries might derive by sailing with 
inaccurate papers. 2 


The Nourmahal has arrived from Hiogo, having left 12th June 
with a cargo of tobacco and rags. 

Owing to several orders for Spain and elsewhere the price of 
fine Bar Silver has improved, and may now be quoted as firm at 
593d. per oz. standard. The West India steamer has brought 
£145,000 in Mexican Dollars; these have not yet been landed, 
but the new coinage has been gold at 58d, per oz., principally for 


refining purposes. The old coinage is at present unsaleable at the 
rate recently current of 603d. per oz.
